Subpoena tor H. Boyce 
Hangs Fire, 


Investigation of the Columbus 
Scandal Delayed. 


Senator Hanna and Dick to Be 
Summoned. 


House Committee to Probe into the 
Charges not Yet Appointed—Be- 
lief That the Bribery Charge 
Was a Democratic Trick. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
COLUMBUS (O.,) Jan. 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A subpoena calling H. 
H. Boyce before the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee next Tuesday night 
is in the hands of John‘J. Brady, ser- 
geant-at-arms of the Senate, but 
Boyce cannot be found, and probably 
will not be. The Senate committee 
consists of Senators Garfield, son of 
the late President; Burke, the  anti- 
Hanna Republican; Robertson, Long 


and Finck, the latter three being 
Democrats. The committee has also 
summoned Senator Hanna, Maj. 


Dick, 8S. H. Hollenbeck, member of the 
State Executive Committee of the Re- 
publicans; Chairman H. M. Daugherty 
of the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, T. C. Campbell, Representa- 
tive J. C. Otis, Jerry H. Bliss and 
E. B. Archer. 

The House Committee of Investiga- 
tion has not yet been appointed by 
Speaker Mason. A’ proposition has 
been made to combine the two com- 
mittees, and make but one investiga- 
tion, but the Democrats will not agree 
to it. 

The Republicans believe that the 
whole matter is a cleverly-devised 
scheme by the Democrats, to throw a 
cloud of suspicion over Senator Hanna 
on the eve of the Senatorial election 
to drive away from the Senator the 
votes of Droste and Lane, the Cin- 
cinnati fusionists, which elected him. 
Committeeman Hollenbeck went to 
Cincinnati on legitimate business. On 
this fact, with Boyce’s connivance, the 
Democrats constructed the set of facts 
upon which the whole bribery charge 
is based. It is even believed that Rep- 
resentative Otis himself is a dupe in 
the scheme, when he thinks a gen- 
uine attempt to bribe him was made. 


KURTZ TALKS BACK,

COLUMBUS (O.,) Jan. 14.—C. L. 
Kurtz, leader of the “combine” im the 
fight against Senator Hanna is quoted 
in an interview as saying, in reply to

“IT was elected by the Ohio dolega- 
tion, amd no one else has the power 
to remove me. H. M. Daugherty is 
loud in his accusation against me.

LIBEL SUITS THROWN OUT. 


New York Judge Objects to Having 
a Crowded Calendar. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Judge La- 
combe of the United States Circuit 
Court, by a decision has thrown out of 
court the suits brought by the Union 
Associated Press and President Brewer 
of the association against fifty news- 
papers all over the country, charged 
with libel. Judge Lacombe says: ‘Here 
we have nearly fifty libel sufts, all 
brought by the same parties against 
different newspapers located in widely- 
scattered States, with no suggestion 
that the libel was ever published or 
circulated here by defendants, or that 
they have ever done anything more in 
the way of business here than to solicit 
advertisements through some advertis- 
ing agent, who has no control over the 
rates to be charged or the space to be 
given. Probably there are but few 
newspapers in the United States that 
do not publish advertisements originat- 
ing in this city or that do not solicit 
such advertisements here. If ‘this and 
the adjoining. southern districts are 
for that reason to be considered. the 
proper forum for suits against the 
owners of such newspapers, wherever 
they may reside and conduct «heir busi- 
ness in publishing and circulating such 
papers, it seems probable that our cal-° 
endarsmay be seriously overburdened.”

INDIAN FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 


Dill for the Issuance of Currency 
Notes Against Gold. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

CALCUTTA, Jan. 14.—[By Indian 
and Atlantic Cable.] Sir James West- 
land, the finance minister of the 
Council, introduced a bill today pro- 
viding for the issuance of currency 
notes in India against gold. Mr. Ar- 
thur, the paid Secretary of Staite in 
London, on behalf of the banks and 
Chamber of Commerce, indorsed the 
measure. The Finance Minister said 
the Indian money market was expe- 
riencing a pericd of extreme 
stringency. The local resources, he 
added, were unable to supply the de- 
mands of trade. The scarcity, he 
explained, was due to the banks re- 
mitting their capital home and keep- 
ing as little as possible in India. This 
policy was adopted before the legisla- 
tion of 1893, and was not in conse- 
quence of that legislation. 
they were advancing toward the at- 
tainment of a 16d. rupee, the success 
militated . against the transfer. of 
sterling capital to India in exchange.

WONDERFUL FIGURES. 


A MILLION TONS OF STEEL HAVE 
BEEN ORDERED. 


This Means That Many of the Larg- 
est Plants Have Their Output 
Sold an Far Ahead as October. 
Prosperity With a Vengeance. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 


patch.] The commercial prosperity 
which is returning to the entire coun- 
try has established a new record. Dur- 
ing the two opening weeks of the new 
year the steel manufacturers booked 
orders for approximately 1,000,000 tons. 
If added proof were needed that the 
renewed prosperity is not chimerical, 
here it is with a vengeance. This fig- 
ure means that the output of many of 
the larger manufacturing plants, em- 
ploying an army of men, is sold out as 
far ahead as October. Never before 
have steel-rail producers known such 
an opening of a season and a year. 
The Chicago and Northwestern Com- 
pany, the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific, and the Union Pacific are 
among the roads which are known to 
be heavy buyers of steel rails, and 
which are planning to improve their 
roadbeds and extend their lines’ of 
traffic. and interlacing systems to meet 
transportation demands. Another en- 
couraging fact comes from the charac- 
ter of the bookings referred to. In 
nearly every case of large orders, 
heavy rails have been in demand. The 
quality sought is of the best. 
Manufacturers have been amazed at 
the eagerness with which their prod- 
ucts have been snapped up. Local 
sieel manufacturers have sold out so 
far in advance that they are now in a 


‘position to refuse orders at the ruling 


price, $18 per ton, and are demand- 
ing $20. 


CHINEE MUST GO. 


He Didn’t Go, and a Small Riot Oc- 
curred at New York. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Several hun- 
dred laundrymen are on a Strike in 
this city. Jacob Bilterman, proprietor 
of a Water-street laundry, hired 
twenty Chinese to work in his shop. 
The strikers sent a committee to pro- 
test to Tom Lee, the Mayor of 
Chinatown, and also sent.a number 
of girl strikers to ask the “unfair’’ 
Chinamen to stop work, but all in 
vain. The strikers, having obtained a 
permit from the Chief of Police, had 
a parade. More than 1000 men, women 
and girls marched in the parade, and 
there was a band of ten pieces. Among 
the banners carried by the strikers was 
a red shirt, six feet long and four feet 
wide, bearing the words, ‘‘We are 

fighting for bread.” 

As the Chinese left Bilterman’s shop 
last night about fifty men, friends of 
the discharged ironers, lay in wait for 
them in doorways near by. The Chi- 
nese were taken unawares, and were 
clubbed and knocked about promiscu- 
ously. Most of them were cut about 
the head, and their eyes were black- 
ened. The police finally rescued the 
Chinese, and arrested two of their as- 
sailants. 


THE MONETARY CONVENTION. 


Expectation of a Large Attendance 
at Indianapolis. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 14.—The list 
of delegates appointed by boards of 
trade and commercial organizations to 
the monetary convention, number to 
date 172. The Executive Committee 
feels assured that the total number 
will not fall below 300, there being 
quite a number ‘of large cities that 
have delayed selecting delegates. The 
convention of one year ago contained 
290 delegates, and the committee con- 
gratulates itself that the interest has 
not fallen off; but has increased with 

the prospects of positive results. 

The work preparatory to the con- 
vention is being pushed at all points. 
The only committee that remains to 
be appointed is one on reception. This 
will consist of nearly two hundred 
citizens. FE. Stuart Pattison of Phila- 
delphia, who presided at the conven- 
tion a year ago, will act as temporary 
chairman, and call the first meeting 
together. 


ANGLO-GERMAN LOAN. 


Prospect Creating a Friendly Feel- 
ing Between the Two Countries, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The press is greatly excited in 
the diseussion of a joint. Anglo-Ger- 
man loan to China. The suggestion is 
eagerly welcomed, and since it was 
mooted a distinctly friendlier feeling 
toward England has been adopted, ap- 
proaching open flattery. 

It is said that the Emperor of China 
has ordered Li Hung Chang, wvth a 
large suite, to go to Tien Tsin to wel- 
come Prince Henry of Prussia (now 
en route) and to escort him to Peking, 

In official circles it is believed that 
the government will not adopt protec- 
tives measures in Kiaochau against

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The last 
news. of the day from Consul-General 
Lee came to the State Department 
about 2 o’clock and was at once sent 
over to the White House. It went to 
confirm the previous report and was a 
simple statement by Gen. Lee that at 
noon all was quiet at Havana. 

ORDERS TO THE SQUADRON. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—These or- 
ders are made by Admiral Sicard, and 
are issued in identical form to the 
commanders of the various ships mak- 
ing up the squadron. They are dated 
at Fort Monroe, January 11, on board 
.the flagship New York, and begin as 
follows: 

“Sir: The squadron is to be pre- 
pared to sail from Hampton Roads, 
weather and contingent circumstances 
permitting, with steam for ten knots, 
at 10 a.m., on Saturday, January 15, 
for the vicinity of the Dry Tortugas, 
off the coast of Florida. Vessels will 
unmoor in the morning watch, unless 
signal shall be made to the contrary. 
Squadron under sailing orders at 8 a.m. 

“The order of ships will be: First 
division: (1) New York and (2) Iowa, 
making the first section; (3) Massa- 
chusetts and (4) Indiana, making the 
second section. Second division: (5) 
Texas, first section. The Fern will pro- 
ceed singly to Key West, unless other- 
wise directed. 

“The New York, Iowa and Indiana 
will proceed from Hampton Roads to 
the first sea rendezvous off Currituck, 
N. C., lat. 6:30 N., long. 75:20 W., in 
abotit fifteen fathoms of water, the 
lighthouses bearing WSW 7-8 W. dis- 
tant twenty-five miles, and will re- 
main in that vicinity, weather permit- 
ting, until noon, Sunday, the 16th. They 
will then proceed to a second rendez- 
vous off Capt Fear, N.C., in eighteen 
fathoms of water, Frying Pan Shoal 
light being north distant about sev- 
enteen miles, and remain in that vi- 
cinity until about 6 p.m., Tuesday, 
January 18, when they will proceed to 
Dry Tortugas, communicating possibly 
by some light-draft vessel with Key 
West in passing that port. 

“It is expected that the Massachu- 
setts will leave the navy yard on Fri- 
day, the 14th jnst., and the Texas on 
Saturday, the 15th inst. The Massa- 


chusetts will endeavor to join the flag 


first on the Currituck rendezvous, and 
if that shall be missed, then on the 
Cape Fear rendezvous. It is hardly 
expected that the Texas will be able to 
join the flag on the Currituck rendez- 
vous; therefore, directly the Massa- 
chusetts joins there (prior to noon of 
the 16th,) the squadron will.,not then 
await the Texas, but proceed to the 
Cape Fear rendezvous, and there it is 
expected that the Texas will be able to 
g0 by 6 p.m. on Tuesday, January 138. 
If the Massachusetts shall miss the 
flag at both rendezvous, or any ship 
be separated from the flag by weather 
or other contingencies, the next, third 
and final rendezvous will be the harbor 
of Dry Tcrtugas, where they will await 
the flag. 

“While the squadron is on the Flor- 
ida drill ground, which will include oc- 
casional anchorages in Dry Tortugas 
Harbor, the post and telegraphic ad- 
dress will be Key West. 

“The above dates for sailing and ren- 
dezvous are subject to change due to 
the completion of repairs to vessels at 
New York, or to heavy weather. 
Should the Brooklyn, Maine or other 
vessels participate in the drills on the 


Florida drill grounds, d«‘ailed orders 
would be given. It is not intended that 
any of the battleships: or armored 


cruisers (except the Maine) shall en- 
ter the harbor of Key West, except by 


special order of the commander-in- 
chief, or in case of emergency.

MARBLEHEAD LEAVES KEY WEST

STORY OF AN EYE-WITNESS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—A dispatch to 
the World from Tampa, Fla., says that 
among the pessengers from Havana 
was W. L. Fulton, a cattle dealer. When 
the riot started in Havana he was near 
the first newspaper cffice attacked. He 
says the mob was led by officers of the 
Spanish volunteers, who had become 
enraged over the Autcnomist articles in 
the papers. They attacked the office of 
La Discusion and La Diario de la Ma- 
rina, totally wrecking them. 

News of the riot reached Blanco, and 
he sent officers from his personal staff 
to quell the mob. There was a platoon 
of regulars in charge of a Spanish col- 
onel, and as soon as he spoke the mob 
recognized and made a demonstration 
against him. Words ensued, and some 
of the volunteers slapped the colonel’s 


face. He was then seized and his 
badge torn off and trampled on the 
ground. The crowd all the time was 


crying “Viva Spain.” 

The colonel’s uniform was torn off. 
The crowd then proceeded to the office 
of La Lucha, a semi-government or- 
gan, and smashed its presses and 
threw the type into the streets. El 
Reconcentrado suffered the same fate 
a few moments later. This was all done 
because these papers favored auton- 
omy. 

About ten minutes before the Olivette, 
on which Fulton sailed, left Havana, 
a passenger was brought aboard who 
said that as he was leaving the pier 
he heard that an American woman had 
been shot during the riot.

WASHINTGON, Jan. 14.—Almost the 
entire four hours of the executive scs- 
sion of the Senate today were devoted 
to the -inidircct consideration of the 
nomination of Hon. Joseph McKenna, 
now Attorney-General, to be Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. The dis- 
cussion was the result of an effort on 
the part of Senator Allen of Nebraska 
to secure a postponement for two 
weeks. In the end @ compromise was 
reached, deferring consideration until 
a week from today, on the condition 
that the Nebraska Senator should agree 
to allow a vote be taken on that 
date. The Hawaiian treaty was not 
touched upon during the session. 

The debate upon Atty.-Gen. Me- 
Kenna’s nomination was precipitated 
by Senator Hoar, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, who called up 
the nomination in accordance with his 
notice of yesterday, and asked for im- 
mediate action. In doing this, Mr. Hoar 
spoke fully on the opposition to Mr. 
McKenna, saying that the Judiciary 
Committee had investigated most of the 
charges made and had reached the con- 
clusion that they were without founda- 
tion. He said that the greater number 
of charges had been mado by the mem- 
bers of the American Protective Asso- 
ciation, and as they had been founded 
solely upon the fact that Mr. McKenna 
was a Catholie in religion, they had 
not been deemed worthy of serious con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Hoar dwelt at some Iength upon 
these points, excoriating any man who 
would attemp to inject a question of 
religion. into a controversy over a 
men’s fitness for office. He said that 
such an effort was entirely un-Amer- 
ican and unpatriotic, and should not 
for a moment receive the consideration 
of fair-minded men. 

Senator Whité of California also 
spoke of the effort of the A.P.A. to 
interfere with the course of the Senate 
in giving proper attention to a ques- 
tion, the determination of which should 
depend on considerations of fitness and 
justice as between man and man, 
rather than upon an appeal to bigotry, 
prejudice and a false claim of patriote 
ism, 

I'e spoke of the A.P.A.’s as fools 
who could not be prorerly character- 
ized in the Senate. He had no pa- 
tience, he said, with men who held the 
opinion that Catholics must necessarily 
consult the Pope or come other high 
functionary cf the Catholic church in 
every important transaction of their 
lives, and added that he was convinced 
that the Senate would not be influ- 
enced for a moment Ly such _ repre- 
sentations as an order cf the character 
of the A.P.A. would make. Mr. Me- 
Kenna’s confirmation should depend 
entirely upon different considerations. 

As for himself, while he did not con- 
tend that Mr. McKenn& was a giant in 
his legal attainments, still he believed 
him to be an honorable man, a com- 
petent lawyer and a just jurist, and 
he sheuld support his confirmation. 

It was here that Mr. Allen interposed 
an objection to imme liate action. 
When his request for two weeks’ delay 
met with refusal, he tcok the floor and 
proce ded to give his reasons for the 
request, which were in the main that 
he wanted, and he thought the Senate 
should have, more time for considera- 
tion than had been given to it. He 
ealled attention to the importance of 
the office to which Mr. McKenna had 
been named, saying it was @ place 
which he would eccupy probably dur- 
ing the remainder of his life, and that 
the Senate and the American public 
had a right to demand that the charges 
should be sifted to the bottom. 

He said that, so far as the opposition 
of the A.P.A. Was Ct neerned, it did 
not influence him in the least, and he 
agreed with all that had been said as 
to the impropriety of any interference 
in a matter of this character on ac- 
eount of the religious prejudices ofr 
predilections. There were still other 
charges Which were to his mind far 
more serious, and to prove that such 
was the case, he read at length from 
letters and newspapers attacking Mo- 
Itenna’s reccrd as an attorney and jur- 
ist on the ground of want of legal ate 

ainmente. 
u The greater part of Mr. Allen 3 
speech was devoted to reading those 
@ocuments. He called especial atten- 
tion to an attack made by the bar 
of the Pacific Ceast, which, he said, 
was deserving of more scrutiny than 
had been given it. He also stated 
that he had understocd that the 
charges had been made that large cor- 
porations had been instrumental in 
securing McKenna’s nomination. He 
thought thi: matter should he looked

NEW INDIAN SCHOOL. 


Los Angeles or Redlands May Be 
. the Favored Spot. 
[RY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] If a suitable site for an 
Indian school can be.found at Los An- 
geles or Redlands, or, in fact, at any 
point south where the surroundings 
are proper, the Perris institution will 
be abandoned. This has been decided 
upon by Commissioner Jones, who has 
been investigating the matter for some 
time, and Inspector Flint has already 
begun to look for a proper location. 

Dr. Hailmann, superintendent of In- 
dian school, likewise is interested in 
the matter, and may visit Southern 
California at once in the interest, not 
only of the change, but as well of the 
establishment of a larger and more 
comprehensive institution, The mat- 
ter was officially brought before the 
Indian Bureau by Harwood Hall, su- 
perintendent of the Perris school, in a 
letter setting forth the conditions now 
obtaining at Perris and the prospects 
of a school there. He shows that 
there are 1334 children of Mission In- 
dians, of which a large number are 
crowded into the Perris school, there 
being 180 there with facilities for 100, 
and a number attending contract 
schools at Banning and San Diego, but 
not more than 500 are given an educa- 
tion. Southern Califoria is, he says, 
fitted for a home for any Indians, and 
as there are 8000 Indian children in 
Arizona who need education, a school 
with great capacity might readily be 
filled and made very beneficial. 

Turning to the matter of Perris as to 
location, 1t is, he says, impossible to 
teach Indian children anything about 
the cultivation of the soil, as water is 
searce and expensive, and the land on 
which the school is located is poor. 
The farmers, he says, are leaving the 
valley on this account, and the advan- 
tage of environment, possible about Los 
Angeles, is lost to Indian children. He 
submits estimates for the cost of a 
school for 500 pupils, which makes an 
aggregate of $206,000. The buildings at 
Perris, he says, would be a slight loss, 
as they only cost $8000. 

Senator Perkins saw the Commis- 
sioner today, and the matter is being 
closely investigated. 


BERING SEA CLAIMS. 


The President Asks Congress to 
Settle Them Promptly. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Pres- 
ident today submitted to Congress the 
awards and report of the commission 
appointed under the terms of the 
treaty of 1896 to adjust the claims of 
British subjects for losses sustained 
through the seizure of their sealing 
vessels in Bering Sea. In his letter of 
transmittal, the President says: 


“The report of the Secretary of State f[ 


presents a clear epitome of the reward, 
and renders unnecessary any extended 
observations on my part, further than 
to say that I cordially , coincide with 
the recommendation and that our 
treaty obligations demand prompt and 
favorable action by Congress, which I 
urgently hope may be taken, to the 
end that these long-pending questions 
may be finally and satisfactorily ter- 
minated. 

“The total amount necessary to sat- 
isfy the award of the commissioners is 
$473,151.26, which I recommend be ap- 
propriated. 

“WILLIAM M’KINLEY.” 

Secretary Sherman’s report sets out 
the appointment of the commissioners 
to adjust the claims and submits a list 
of the awards made, showing in detail 
the amounts allowed. 

The principal of the claims for ves- 
sels allowed amounts to $264,188.91, and 
interest on this sum is allowed to the 
amount of $149,790.36, making the total 
allowed $413,979.27. The personal 
claims, with interest, swell this total 
to $463,454.27. Then the correspondence 
shows a further allowance was made 
on account of the Black Diamond, and 
on the claim of James Gaudil, mate of 
the Ada, two claims which had been 
originally thrown out by the commis- 
sioners on the ground of lack of juris- 
diction, but which were afterward ad- 
mitted to’ consideration on the joint ap- 
plication of Secretary Olney and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. The admission of 
these two claims raised the total of the 
claims and interest allowed to the sum* 
mentioned by the President, namely, 
$473,151.26. 

Secretary Sherman makes the point, 
in his letter, that the treaty under 
which the awards were made requires 
that appropriation shall be made to 
pay the award within six months after 
the ascertainment of thé full amount. 

HOMESTEADS IN ALASKA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Lacey 
Bill, extending the homestead laws to 
Alaska and granting right-of-way to 
the railroads, was favorably reported 
to the House today from the House 
Public Lands Committee. The bill re- 
serves mineral deposits in rights-of- 
way to the United States, and requires 
railroads to file preliminary plans based 
on actual survey, giving rights for one 
year, and to file within one year after- 
ward a profile, either for the whole 
route or covering twenty miles at a’ 
time. The committee report says: 

“The great mineral discoveries in 
this region and the present almost in- 
superable difficulties in the transpor- 
tation of freight and passengers have 
caused an active inter®st in the loca- 
tion and construction of railroads. 
Numerous schemes have been proposed, 
but the committee has declined to con- 
sider any specific proposition of any 
individual or corporation, but thinks 
that any legislation on the subjeet 
should be general, and open to all per- 
sons alike. The proposed legislation is 
based on the Right-of-Way Act.of 1875, 
made adaptable to Alaska. As to the 


further extension of the public land 
laws, the committee has deemed it 
desirable at this time to extend the 
homestead laws only. The townsite and 
mineral laws already are in force.” 
BRANCH BANKS SUGGBESTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORYT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Robert 8. 
Taylor of Indiana, a member of the 
Monetary Commission, was again be- 
fore the House Banking and Currency 
Committee at today’s session. Ha re- 
ferred to the inadequacy of the bank- 
ing facilities In the South and West, 
and suggested that this country must 
for the present look mainly to the op- 
eration of small, independent banks, 
which needed encouragement, though 
he concedes that an extensive system 
of branch banks might have a more 


favorable tendency to equalize rates 
of interest. 


HOAR’S LITTLE MISTAKE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A clerical 

error in the resolution introduced by 
Senator Hoar in the Senate today 
changing the time for the inaugura-. 
tion of President from March until 
April, placed, the date when the 
change should take place, in 1899, when

TIMBER AND WATER. 


Senator Perkins’s Bill Applying to 
Alaskan Interests. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Senator 
Perkins today introduced a bill amend- 
atory of an act to repeal timber-cul- 
ture laws, providing that all locations 
and surveys made within the purpose 
of the act may be for 160 acres or less, 
to be taken in any form, provided that 
the width shall be at least one-fourth 
of the horizontal line of frontage, ex- 
cept when reservations or ordinary 
high-water-line limits the width of the 
tract, in which case such frontage 
may be extended to include such ag- 
gregate area, provided such frontage 
does not exceed one mile in length; 
that possession by substantial im- 
provements thereon shall be occupation 
of the whole tract claimed and that all 
improvements at any time, in any way 
used for trade, manufactures or fish- 
eries shall be considered as within the 
provisions of the act. 

The measure further provides that 
any claimant under the act shall have 
the right-of-way through any public 
lands and reservations for ditch or 
pipe line conveying fresh water from 
any source of supply to any cannery 
or other building used for trade, man- 
ufacture or fishery purposes. This bill 
is intended to apply to Alaska. 

Senator Perkins also introduced a 
bill providing that the Governor of 
Alaska may appoint notaries public for 
the district, to continue in office at the 
will of the Governor. The appointees 
shall give a bond in the sum of $100. 


ALASKAN LANDS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Senator 
Perkins of California today introduced 
a bill amendatory of the act providing 
civil government for Alaska, providing 
that all public lands not reserved in

ANTI-SCALPING BILL.

Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce had the Anti-scalping Bill 
under discussion today. Two important 
amendments were adopted. One im- 
poses a penalty on railroads refusing 
to redeem unused portions of tickets. 
This provision is lacking in the original 
bill, and the railroad interests that 
have been represented favor it as an 
earnest of good faith. An amendment 
also was adopted providing that pas- 
sengers applying for redemption of 
tickets should not be given the benefit 
of the through tariff, but of only the 
regular rates to the point where the 
journey ceased.

Lynching Leaders.

EARLBORO (I. T.,) Jan. 14.—Excite- 
ment is still intense here over the re- 
cent burning at the stake of the two 
Seminole Indians and the subsequent 
fear of the Indian uprising. Here pub- 
lic sentiment has favored the lynchers, 
but at Wewoka, the capital of the 
Seminole Nation, the sympathy is all 
the other way, for it is believed that 
the lynchers tortured and killed at 
least one innocent man. 

United States Commissioner Walter 
Jones is holding court at Wewoka, and 
the deputies of the court are busy is- 
suing subpoenaes and warrants in an

endeavor to bring the lynchers to jus-" 


tice. 

An eye-witness of the hanging and 
burning of the Indians has volunteered 
his testimony. As no attempt was made 
by the lynchers to hide their identity, 
it is probable that the leaders will bw 
arrested by the United States authori- 
ties. They can only be tried on the 
charge of kidnaping and taking the 
murderers by force from the Seminole 
Nation. The killing of the Indians 
comes under Oklahoma jurisdiction. 

The Indians are sullen. While men 
who have lived with them for years 
State that a general outbreak will not 
occur, Still there is great danger that 
the. Indians will avenge themselves by 
a one by one, the leaders of the 
mob. 


GRAND SCARE ALL OVER.

WOMAN STENOGRAPHER. 


JUDGE TULEY STARTLES CHICAGO 
COURT REPORTERS, 


Exorbitant Fees Which Have Been 
Charged by Shorthand Writers 
Likely to Give Way Before This 
Economical Innovation. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Judge Tuley, the oldest and 
most highly honored man on the Cook 
county bench, has appointed Mrs. J. 
Howard Kelly official stenographer for 
his branch of the Circuit Court. The 
appointment was made this morning, 
and when the news spread among the 
army of shorthand writers who make 
their living upon the courts, there was 
consternation. 

The action of the chief chancellor is 
@ radical innovation, and is directly 
ascribed to exorbitant fees for short- 
hand work in connection with the mas- 
ter reports. The abuse has grown till 
it needs checking, Judge Tuley thinks. 
What makos the multitude of court 
stenographers quake with alarm is the 
fact that Judge Tuley’s appointment is 
likely to be followed by others, amd 
may cause the Circuit Judges to ap- 
point women. 

A number of judges are known to be 
in favor of appointing official stenog- 
raphers, and there seems little doubt 
that the aged chancellor’s example will 
be followed by more than one judge. 
Some two years ago one of the two 
firms which do a large court business 
made plans to secure appointments as 
official stenographers of the courts. 
The judges were quietly seen, and 
many were found to be in favor of do- 
ing so, About the time the question 
was to be voted on in the jurges’ 
meeting, the matter became public. 
Stenographers not in the combine began 
concerted action, and by circulating pe- 
titions and by working political wires 
succeeded in defeating the measure. 
Court stenography is very lucrative, 
and there are firms which are said to 
make as high as $10,000 yearly. 


ROTTEN WORK. 


A Court-martial Investigation Under 
Way at Savannah. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Jan. 14.—Capt. 
Cassius Gillette was the first witness 
in the Carter court-martial this morn- 
ing. He was on the stand some time, 
and testified as to the work under his 
supervision and relative to the method 
by which it was dcme by the Atlantic 
Construction Company. He told of the 
work of the Cumberland Sound being 
taken out of his jurisdiction. He re- 
cited the facts incidental to his in- 
spection of the material of the Cum- 
berland Soumd work, and said it was 
not constructed lightly as it should 
have been. Before he could reply to a 
query from Judge Advocate Barr as 
to the probable cost of the material in- 
spected, Carter’s attcrneys interposed 
an objection to the question, and its 
relevancy was argued for somo time. 
Gen. Otis amnounced that the court 
would not sustain the objection. The 
question as to the intrinsic value of 
the mattress in question was then 
asked Capt. Gillette again. He said it 
was not worth up to specifications, amd 
in his judgment cost the cotractors 

from 10 to 15 cents a square yard. 

The mattress in question measured 
about three thousand square yards or 
more, and at the contract rate Capt. 
zillette said it would cost the govern- 
ment about $3600. He also testified to 
having forbidden the use of certain 
stone which, he said, according to re- 
ports of his inspectors, did not come 
up io specifications. Some brush was 
brought into court as evidence, it hav- 
ing come from the brush companies 
of ithe contractors. This, Capt. Gillette 
said, was brought up by his orders. It 
was not fascines, he said, but was 
such material as had beem used in some 
of the mattrosses by the contractors. 
The examination of Capt. Gillette will 
be resumed tomorrow.

PORTLAND (Or.,) Jan. 14.—Gen. 
Merriam, commanding the Department 
of the Columbia, this morning received 
a telegram from the War Department 
instructing him to postpone the depart- 
ure of the relief expedition to Alaska. 
Accordingly the contract to ship the 
expedition from this port on the steam- 
ship Oregon January 23 has been with- 
drawn. The pack train is still held at 
Fort Vancouver, and the drilling of 
the guard for it will go on. 

The order effects a temporary aban- 
donmemt of the expedition, and it is 
understood they were based on the re- 
cent reports that there will be no star- 
vation or suffering in the Yukon coun- 
try that the government relief expe- 
dition could relieve. 

Agent Poston of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company states that his 
company is glad to be relieveri of the 
contract to transport the government 
pack-train to Alaska, as it has already 
more business offered than it is possi- 
ble to handle. / 


MAJ. RUCKER’S REPORT. 


Finds There is No Immediate Danger 

a of Famine. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]J 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Jan. 14.—The re- 
port of Maj. L. H. Rucker of the 
Fourth Cavalry, who was sent to Dyea 
by the War Department to ascertain 
the condition of affairs in the Yukon, 
was received by Gen. Merriam today at 
Vancouver Barracks. From his inter- 
views with those who have come out 
from Dawson recently, g1d from his 
observations of the Chilcoot and White 
passes, Maj. Rucker concludes: 

First—That, while there is a shortage 
of stores in the Yukon basin, a state 
of famine does not at present exist, 
nor is it likely to exist in the immedi- 
ate future. 

Second—That a large expedition with 
quantities of supplies hauled on sledges 
by horses or reindeer could not proceed 
down the Yukon further than the foot 
of Lake Labarge, 400 miles from Daw- 
son. 

Third—That reindeer on such an ex- 
pedition are no more serviceable than 
are mules or horses. 

Fourth—That if government assist- 
ance is conspicuously needed in the 
Yukon it would be when the stores now 
in the hands of the people are ex- 
hausted, which is not likely, from all 
he can learn, to be earlier than April 
or May. 

He therefore recommends that if 
the snow locomotive company, which 
has a contract with the government, 
does not convey the relief into the Yu- 
kon during February, the government 
pack trains with sledges should carry 
them across Chilcoot Pass and on the 
lakes and rivers to the foot of Lake 
Labarge during the month of March, 
and there await the breaking up of 
ice in the Yukon. The supplies could 
then be taken to Dawson in boats. 

The Chicago Snow and Ice Trans- 
portation Company, which has a con- 
tract with the government to haul the 
relief expedition supplies from Dyea 
to Dawson, notified Gen. Merriam to- 
day that they would be unable to start 
their snow train into the _ interior 
earlier than the middle of February. 
The contract which the company has 
with the government allows that 
length of time in which to start the 
expedition. Gen. Merriam has, there- 
fore, extended the time of starting the 
expedition to some time in February. 

GOES WELL LOADED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORTLAND Jan. 14.—The 
steamer George W. Elder sailed tonight 
for Skaguay and Dyea with 350 pas- 
semgers and q full cargo. Six hundred 
horses and nearly six hundred dogs go 
north by the Elder. 

PREPARING FOR THE RUSH.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—Six large 
barges and three river steamers for 
service on the Yukon and its tribu- 
taries are building at the shipyard of 
T. P. D. Whitelaw & Son. The boats 
are for the Alaska Exploration Com- 
pany, in which the Rotchschilds are 
largely interested, and will cost more 
than $250,000. The boats will be taken 
apart and shipped to Unalaska, where 
they will be set up and towed to the 
mouth of the Yukon. The pleces of the 
nine boats will be stowed in the hold 
of the American ship Sitram, which 
will be towed to Dutch Harbor by the 
tug Fearless. The distance to Dutch 
Harbor is 2030 miles, and the feat of 
the Fearless, if it shall be successfully 
accomplish, will break the Pacific 
Coast long-distance towing record by 
almost a thousand miles.

ON A BIG SCALE. 


Two Prospecting Companies Build- 
ing Steamers for the Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

STOCKTON, Jan. 14.—C. M. Hamil- 
ton and C. R. Clow, representing two 
Chicago companies, today let two con- 
tracts to the Jarvis shipyard in this 
city for two steamers, to be built for 
the Yuko River. The steamers are to 
be built complete, except the upper 
works, and be calked, with all of the 
machinery on board, and the contract 
calls for their being launched by the 
15th of March next. One steamer will 
be sixty-five feet long, and the other 
sixty-two. After being launched they 
will be given their trial trips, and then 
taken to San Francisco, whence they 
will form the deckload of a vessel 
bound for St. Michaels. There they will 
be launched again from the vessel's 
deck, and will be almost immediately 
ready for work. 

The two companies do not propose to 
go into the transportation business, 
and the steamers are not to be built for 
that purpose. They are to be used by 
their owners for prospecting the river 
and its tributaries.

CLAY'S YOUNG 


BARELY ESCAPES DEATH 
HER BROTHER’S HANDS.

CleM Richardson Fires Two Shots 
at the Girl and One at His 
‘Mother-tn-law. 


THREATENS TO DO MURDER. 


BROTHERS STANDING GUARD 
TO OPPOSE HIM, 


Trouble Grew Out of the Attentions 
Paid to the Youthful Dora by 
Willie Bryant—Latter is 

Driven Away. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

VALLEY VIEW (Ky.,) Jan. 14.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Gen. Cassius M. 
Clay’s young wife Cora barely es-. 
caped death at 11:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing at the hands of her brother, Clell 
Richardson, at whose house she has 
been boarding ever since she left the 
general, two months ago. Clell fired 
two shots at her with a large pistol at 
a distance of twenty paces, and then 
fired a shot at Mrs. John Bryant, his 
mother-in-law, who was with her. 

Dora ran to the home of her sister, 
Mrs. Kelley, about a mile distant, 
where she is stopping tonight. Mrs, 
Bryant attempted to communicate 
with Gen. Clay, but failed. When Clell 
heard that Dora had gone to Mrs, 
Kelley’s, he sent Mrs. Kelley word that 
he would kill her if she allowed Dora 
to stay tonight, and he sent word to 
Dora that he would kill her unless she 
quit the house. Clell’s brothers, John 
and Tom Richardson, are guarding the 
house tonight, and swear they will kill 
Clell if he makes any attempt to carry 
out his threat. 

The shooting came up over Willie 
Bryant, Clell’s brother-in-law, who has 
made Clell’s house his home for the 
past six months. Clell has been sick 
for a week, and while confined to his 
house, he noticed that Bryant paid too 
much attention to Dora. He had a 
quarrel with him yesterday, and drove 
him away. Mrs. Bryant heard of the 
treatment ther son had received, and 
came to see Clell this morning in order 
to persuade him to allow Willie to re- 
turn. She had a long interview with 
Clell, but he would not agree to take 
Willie back, and when Dora spoke up 
in favor of Willie’s return he suddenly 
grew angry and drove his mother-in- 
law and sister from the house. 

Immediately after they had left he 
secured his revolver, and, going to the 
door, opened fire on them. Clell is a 
desperate character, and so far the offi-, 
cers have made no attempt to arrest 
him. 


Can’t Get State’s Evidence. 


GENOA (Nev.,) Jan. 14.—Progress is 
slow in the Uber lynching case, and 
efforts to secure State’s evidence have 
proved futile. Two persons accused of 
participation in the lynching, Mason 
Crummas and Olle Hogener, were 
placed on the stand, but firmly pro- 
tested their innocence. Minor evidence 
was given against a number, and a 
batch of subpoenaes was sent today 
to Dayton and to Diamond Valley 
mills.

SHOVING THE QUEER. 


COUNTERFEITER ARRESTED AT 
_ AUBURN AN ARTIST. 


His Outfit the Only One of the Kind 
Ever Captured on the Pacific 
Slope. 


WOULDHAVE MADE TIMES GOOD 


PHILANTHROPIC INTENTIONS IF HE 
HAD BEEN LEFT ALONE, 


New Convent at Monterey—Santa 
Rosa Women Attacked Wy an 
Unknown—Salinas Merchants 

Victimized. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

AUBURN, Jan. 14.—The arrest of 
John W. Richardson for counterfeiting 
and the capture of his counterfeiting 
outfit is considered specially import 
He was captured as a result of sus- 
picion’excited by his having ordered a 
steel plate made at the Union on 
Works, San Francisco. 

Johnson was shadowed and locatéed 
at Auburn. While the officers were 
handcuffing the man he made a break 
for liberty, but was soon recaptured. 
The officers say he confessed, but said 
he had not passed any spurious coins. 
Had he been left alone, though, he 
Says he would have made times better 
around Auburn. 

Richardson’s outfit, according to 
United States Secret Service Agent 
Harris, is the only one of the kind ever 
captured on the Pacific Coast. The 
coin is made of pure silver, the press 
is a splendid piece of machinery of 100 
tons pressure, and the dies are almost 
perfect. Among the man’s effects were 
@ nunrber of books on metals: He also 
had a shotgun and a number of loaded 
shells in his cabin. He is about 60 
years old, polite and well educated. 

HOW HE WAS CAUGHT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 14.—The Bee 
this evening will publish the story of 
the arrest, near Auburn, Placer 
county, yesterday, of J. W. Richard- 
s0n, an expert counterfeiter. The ar- 
rest was made by Henry Alter, a 
Sacramento detective. Ricflardson has 
lived in a cabin near Auburn for sev- 
eral years, and pretended to be a 
carpenter. He had in his cabin a 
complete outfit for counterfeiting dol- 
lars, his dies being made of steel. 

Secret Service Agent. Harris says 
that the dollars contain the requisite 
amount of silver, and appear almost 
perfect, Richardson managed to es- 
cape after his arrest, but he was re- 
captured and made a full confession. 
He is now in the Placer County Jeil 
at Auburn... 

OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED. - 
[DY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Chief Brackett of the 
secret service today announced the ar- 
rest of J. W. Richardson at Auburn, 
Cal., for making counterfeit dollars of 
pure silver. He was caught 
handed, with dies, presses, corrugated 
collar, lump silver and coins. He con- 
fesses having made them all himself. 
The work is beautiful, and the milling 
excellent. After the coin is slightly 
rubbed, it is impossible to detect that 
it is bogus. t contains moré silver 
than the genuine. The secret service 
Was attracted to California by an as- 
say showing a trace of gold in’ the 
silver used. The officers: have been 
after him eight months. 


SISTER COULD NOT SAVE HIM. 


Henry Harris Cuts His Throat in 
Her Presence. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—Henry 
Harris, a book-keeper residing with his 
mother at No. 1210 Buchanan street, 
committed suicide shortly after 1 
o'clock today by cutting his throat 
with arazor. Harris, about five weeks 
ago, was run over by an evening train 
near San Rafael. He was brought to 
this city and treated at the German 
Hospital, where one of his legs was 
amputated. About two weeks ago he 
was removed from the hospital to his 
mother’s house on . Buchanan street, 
where he was nursed by his mother 
and sister. Harris, who, before his ac- 
cident, had been an active man, 
brooded over the loss of his limb and 
the matter preyed upon his mind, de- 
hg the efforts of his family to cheer 

m. 

Today his sister entered his room, 
carrying his lunch, when she was hor- 
rified to see him sitting up in bed with 
an open razor in his hand, which he 
was about to draw across his throat. 
She attempted to secure the weapon, 
and in the struggle her hands were se- 
verely cut. She failed in her purpose, 
and the desperate man succeeded in 
drawing the razor across his throat, 
severing the windpipe and carotid ar- 
tery. The screams of Miss Harris 
alarmed the household, and medical 
assistance was soon at hand, but the 
unfortunate man died a few minutes 
after the consummation of his suicidal 
act. 


ROBBED HIS BENEFACTOR. 


Charges Made Against an Ex-Officer 
in the German Army. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—Wil- 
liam G. von Mier, an ex-lieutenant in 
the German army, and nephew cf re- 
tired Admiral William Wenzel of the 
German navy, is accused of petty lar- 
ceny by Leon Lemos, a Market-street 
tailor. Mier is about 25 years old, 
and speaks seven languages. Lemos 
gave him a home, and alleges that as 
@ consequence, he is now minus some 
articles of apparel. Mier asserts his 
innocence. He says he met Lemos at 
a hypnotic school, and allowed the 
tailor to think he was a hypnotic sub- 
ject. This led to their closer 
quaintance.. He has just received a 
letter of credit from Germany, and 
will surrender himself to the police. 


MRS. SHAFTER DEAD. 


Stroke of Paralysis Which She Re- 
ceived Wednesday, Killed Her. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—Mre. 
Harriet Shafter, wife of Gen. William 
R. Shafter, commanding the Depart- 
ment of California, died at her home at 
Fort Mason at 12:10 o’clock today. The 
stroke of paralysis which she received 
Wednesday proved her death blow, and 
from the time of the seizure she has 
been gradually sinking to her end. She 
had a similar attack two years ago 
while living at Angel Island. Her re- 


covery from this was, however, so re- 


markable that-it was hoped ghe would 
live many years. She wa only 58 
years old, and her friends looked for a 


much longer continuance of her singu- 
larly beautiful life. 

Her death will bring a sense of per- 
sonal loss to many in San Francisco, 
and in fact almost throughout the 
United States. Charming from a so0- 
cial point of view, Mrs. Shafter was a 
devoted wife and mother. She leaves 
an only daughter, who is the wife of 
W. H. McKittrick of Bakersfield, Cal. 


PRESIDENT DOLE’S MISSION, 


Will Observe Affairs With a View to 
Future Recommendations. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHIN2TON, Jan. 14.—Lorrin A. 
Thurston, formerly Hawaiian Minister 
to the United States, and at present in 
this city as the island republic’s rep- 
resentative in behalf of annexation, 
today made the following statement 
relative to President Dole’s mission to 

the United States: 

“The Hawaiian Legislature meets in 
regular session in February. If annex- 
ation is to take place, there will neces- 
sarily be some legislation to adapt the 
laws to the changed conditionos. If it 
is not to take place, the refunding of 
the bonded debt will probably be taken 
up, which will not be done if annexa- 
tion is to take place. The present bonds 
draw 6 per cent. interest, and can be 
taken up at any time. The entire debt 
can be refunded at from 4 to 4% per 
cent. by the present government. 

There being no cable communication 
and the mails being so slow and so 
far apart, advices being at present very 
unsatisfactory, President Dole deter- 
mined to come to Washington and ob- 
serve the conditions for himself in or- 
der to guide him in making recommen- 
dations to the-.Legislature.”’ 

MINISTER SEWALL’S NOTICE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The State 
Department has received: notice from 
the United States Minister at Honolulu 
of the intention of President Dole of 
Hawaii, to leave the islands on the 8th 
inst. for the United States. All that 
Minister Sewall has to say in explana- 
tion of the President’s purpose in 
making the visit to Washington is that 
he. is deeply interested in the annexa- 
tion treaty. 


FOR WORDEN’S SAKP. 
Gov. Budd’s Attention Enlisted by 
Ex-President Cleveland. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—The 


letters written by ex-President Cleve- 


land invoking clemency in behalf of 
Salter D. Worden, condemned to death 
for train-wrecking, have received the 
attention of Gov. Budd, who will take 
the matter under consideration at once. 
The question as to the guilt of the 
condemned man is not raised; it is his 
mentality that the petitioner wishes 
investigated, it being alleged that 
Worden’s great excitability renders him 
irresponsible when greatly aroused, 
and therefore incapable of controlling 
his actions. 
By order of Gov. Budd, copies of all 
documents bearing on Salter D. Wor- 
den’s mental conditioh are being pre- 
pared. They will be sent to Dr. Hatch 
of the State Lunacy Commission, Dr. 
Gardner of Napa and Dr. Clark of 
Stockton Asylum, who will make sep- 
arate examinucions of the facts’ set 
forth, and they may make personal 
tests to determine the condition of 
Worden’s mind. They will make in- 
dependent reports of the  prisoner’s 
mental condition now, and his probable 
condition at the time of the commis- 
sion of the crime of train-wrecking. 


CAPRON’S STEP-DAUGHTER. 
They Test His Will and Find it is 
Brenkable. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—After 
a trial lasting ‘thirty-two days, the 
contest over the will of the late John 
S. Capron resulted in a verdict for the 
contestants this afternoon. Over) $100,- 
000 is involved in the litigation, the 
successful parties being Capron’s step- 

daughters. 

After Capron’s death here last year 
an olographio will was produced, dated 
@ few days before his death, by which 
Capron bequeathed the greater part 
of his fortune to the children of Judge 
A. L. Fitzgerald, Eureka, Nev., leav- 
ing his stepdaughters with scant pro- 
vision. The stepdaughters contested 
the will, producing one of earlier date, 
in which they were named as bene- 
ficiaries, and also produced deeds of 
gifts showing that Capron had trans- 
ferred his personal chattels to them 
before writing the olographic will. 

The verdict of the jury declares that 
Capron was not of sound mind when 
he wrote the olographic will, and that 
he was not free from undue influence 
exerted by Judge Fitzgerald. 


FORGER JONES ESCAPES. 


Jail Could not Hold the Reverend 
Gentleman. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


STOCKTON, Jan. 14.—Deputy Sheriff 
George Black, who went to Jamestown 
to bring E. A. Jones back and found 
that his expected prisoner had made 
himself scarce about the jail during 
the night, followed the escape to So- 
nora, where he found that he had been 
during the day. The fellow had not been 
rearrested up to 8 o’clock this evening. 

Deputy Sheriff Black was sent from 
Stockton last night with a warrant 
for the arrest of Jones, who was 
charged by Clerk Cramblitt of the First 
National Bank of this city with hav- 
ing forged the names of Mrs. Mary 
Putnam and E. Van Vranken, both of 
Clements, to a promissory note for $155, 
payable to Cramblitt. Jones has an 
unsavory record in this city as a beat. 


KILLED BY A TRAIN, 


Whether Accident, Murder or Sul- 
cide is not Apparent. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

_ OAKLAND, Jan. 14.—A man, sup- 
posed to be Joseph H. Raeside, a 
trainer employed at the Oakland track, 
was killed by the 11:15 o’clock Berke- 
ley local train at Shell Mound Park 
last night. The affair is shrouded in 
mystery, and the Coroner will make an 
investigation to determine whether the 
ee was an accident, murder or sui- 

cide. 

The remains are horribly mangled, 
and are past identification, but from 
papers found upon the body the dead 
man is supposed to be Raeside. He 
was trainer of the race horse Silver 
State, owned by Daniel O’Keefe, He 
was once a wealthy cattle-breeder of 
Waukegan, Il. 


JTURY BRIBERS, 


Verdict of Guilty Found in a Case 
at Portland, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Jan. 14.—A jury 
in the United States District Court 
this evening returned a verdict of 
guilty in the case of Edward Kilfeather, 
@® well-known Democratic politician, 
and I. H. Taffe, who have been on trial 
for jury bribing. J. W. Walker,” in- 
dicted on the same charge, yesterday 
pleaded guilty and C. S. Bratton, sev- 
eral months ago confessed to accept- 
ing a bribe from Taffe. 

The bribery charges grew out of a 
condemnation suit brought by the 
United States government to secure 
right-of-way through Taffe’s land, for 
the proposed boat railway around the 
falls of the Columbia River at Celilo. 
Bratton, in his confession, stated that 
Taffe wanted $45,000 for a right-of-way 


through his land, and that he. (Brat- 
ton) and Kilfeather, who were jurors 
in the case, agreed to secure such ver- 
dict for $2500 each. He stated that each 
accepted a promissory note from Taffe 
for this sum. 

The verdict returned from Taffe was 
only for $17,500, and he refused to pay 
the promissory notes. Kilfeather and 
Bratton attempted to negotiate 
notes, and the matter leaked out. Wal- 
ker is the man who brought Taffe and 
the jurors together. 


Will Settle Church Debts. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.--The 
debts of the Methodist churches of 
San Francisco, aggregalting $70,000, 
have been assumed by the Church Ex- 
tension Society, which has _ resolved 
that they shall be paid in full as soon 
as possible. The amount due is to be 
divided into 7000 shares of $10 each. 
An earnest canvass is to be begun at 
once to induce wealthy members to 
subscribe large amounts, and others 
as their means allow. It is expected 
thait within six months the last dollar 
will be paid in. 


Those Chinese “Students.” 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—The offi- 
cers of the Chinese bureau have been 
informed that many of the Chinese re- 
cently admitted as ‘“‘students’’ and 
“merchants” are pursuing their studiec 
and their commerce at fishing camps 
around the bay. They propose. to 
make a test case of these Chinese who 
become laborers after arriving here. 
They visited a camp near Burlingame 
today, and were dissatisfied with the 
showing made by four of the fisher- 
men-students. A test case will be 
made of one. 


Arizona and Texas Fever. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Jan. 14.—The re- 
port that Arizona lies south of the cat- 
tle quarantine line is incorrect. No 
part of the Territory is affected by the 
Texas fever quarantine. A late letter 
from Chief Salman of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry addressed to Terri- 
torial Veterinarian Norton assures that 
officer that Arizona ranks high for the 
care exercised in keeping out all con- 
tagious stock disease, and certifies that 
the Territory has a clean bill of health. 


Patton Jury Discharged. 


SANTA ROSA, Jan. 14.—The jury 
in the trial of the case against G. 
W. Patton, charged with forgery, 
failing to agree, was discharged by 
Judge Burnett today. It is understood 
that the jurors stood ten for acquittal 
and two for conviction. Patton, being 
one of the leading contractors here, 
the case attracted considerable atten- 
tion, as the defendant is well known 
all over the State. 


Ancther Bogus Dunham. 


SAN JOSE, Jan. 14.—The Sheriff's 
office has never heard anything of the 
alleged Dunham suspect at Brookfield, 
Mass., save what the dispatch from 
there contained. Descriptions of Dun- 
ham have been mailed to the authori- 
ties at Brookfield, with a request for a 
photograph and description of the 
criminal there. Little credence is put 
in the statement that the criminal is 
Dunham, 


Salinas Merchants Victimized. 


SALINAS, Jan. 14.—Merchants in this 
section ha.ve lately been victimized by 
forged checks made payable to a man 
with many aliases for whom the officers 
are hunting, and who is also wanted on 
similar charges in Santa Barbara 
and San Luis Obispo: Signatures of 
prom‘ment business men have been 
forged, and one of the names used by 
the indorser is James Clark. 


Deposit of Natural Cement. 


ST. HELENA, Jan. 14.—Robert 
Fithie, a bridge contractor, has dis- 
covered a deposit of natural cement 
near here, which he says is much su- 
perior to the imported article, and 
‘which can be procured at a much 
smaller cost. Mr. Fithie says that the 
deposit is found in large quantities and 
can be easily prepared for shipment. 


The Professor Will Prosecute. 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Jan. 14. 
—Prof. W. B. Dudley, who was arrested 
at Souquel as a counterfeiter by two 
officers: of that district, says he will 
prosecute the case against the arrest- 
ing officers, that students may not be 
subjected to similar treatment when 
they go out botanizing. 


Alert Going to Nicaragua. 
SAN DIEGO, Jan. 14.—The U.S.S. 
Alert arrived this morning from San 
Francisco, en route to Nicaragua. She 
leaves this afternoon for the south. 


Standard Oil in Court. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 14.—William 
Rockefeller of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany was a witness today in the 
United States Circuit Court in the trial 
of Charles M. Despaux, surviving 
member of the firm of Fenille & Des- 
paux, oil refiners in France, against 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
for alleged discriminations in rates in 
1881, 1882 and 1883 in carrying oil. The 
plaintiff contends that the Standard 
Company and some private shippers 
were giver commissions or rebates, 
and were thus enabled to transport oil 
at a less cost than he. 


Will Strike Monday. 


NEW BEDFORD (Mass.,) Jan. 14.— 
Fully two thousand women and men 
attended the mass meeting tonight of 
the union and non-union weavers of 
the city. The action of the union in 
voting to strike against the wage re- 
duction was indorsed by @ hearty aye. 
The union and non-union carders and 
pickers held @ mass meeting tonight. 
The vote to resist the cut-down was 
unanimous. The strike will be inaug- 
urated on Monday. 


State Tax on Beer. 

COLUMBUS (O.,) Jan. 14.—Judge 
Taft today, in the United States Court, 
temporarily restrained Harry Brister, 
treasurer of Jefferson county, from 
selling the beer, horses and wagons of 
a brewing company of Wheeling, Ww. 
Va., attached in Ohio, to make good a 
State tax imposed on manufacturers of 
beer outside of the State, but delivered 
within Ohio in original packages. The 
suit is to test the constitutionality of 
the Dow Law. 


New San Carlos Convent. 


MONTEREY, Jan. 14.—The extericr 
of the new San Carlos Roman Catholic 
Convent has been completed. The 
building is now being painted, and the 
interior finishing and decorating will be 
completed in time for dedication at 
Easter. The building is one of the best 
of its kind in the State. Rev. Father 
R. N. Mestres of Monterey is about to 
go to St. Louis to select ninety teach- 
ers for the convent school from among 
the Sisters of St. Joseph, the mother 
house of which is at St. Louis. 


Killed by Dynamite. 


PORTLAND (Or.,) Jan. 14.—News 
has reached here that Richard Thomas 
and Richard Murray were killed and 
Louis Rush badly injured by an explo- 
sion of 100 pounds of dynamite in ‘the 
Eureka and Excelsior mine near 
Bourne, Baker county. The men were 
in an upper level in the mine, close to 
the place where the. dynamite was 
stored, when the explosion occurred.

Typical Ohio Polities. 


[New York Commercial Advertiser, 
Jan. 4:] The closeness of the Senate 
and the notoriety Mr. Hanna acquired 
in 1896 give special public interest to 
the Ohio Senatorial election: otherwise 
there is nothing new or striking in its 
developments. Ohio is a State of in- 
tense political activity which is forced 
by the temper and traditions of the 
people to expend itself, for the most 
part, in pursuit of small and vulgar 
objects and to waste iteelf in unworthy 


_contention. The people of Ohio seem 


to concern themgelves little with pol- 
itics as the word is understood by 
students and atatesmen. It means to 
most of them what it means to a Tam- 
many district leader—vote-getting by 
ingenious appeal to popular ignorance 
and prejudice and the conflict of rival 
claims to office and patronage. 

The career and fame of many really 
large men who have entered public life 
from Ohio have been Obelittled and 
dimmed by the taint of small and 
selfish home politice, and when a small 
man enters national public life from 
that State he is’apt to make an amaz- 
ing exhibition of cheap and _ tricky 
demagogy or of stolid, cynical and con- 
acienceleas corruption. The Ohio polit- 
ical boss, who is nothing else, brings 
from his native air the ingrained con- 
viction that all men can be fooled or 
that all men oan be bought. The pe- 
cullar spirit of Ohio politics never is 
#0 Clearly revealed as when two bosses, 
of the types indicated, contend for the 
same office. 

The low standard of political ambi- 
tion which prevails in Ohio affects not 
only the rersonality of its public men, 
but the attitude of the community to- 
ward great public questions and the 
relation of Ohio politics to national 
politics. The State always has been 
peculiarly potent in petty intrigue and 
factional and party atrife for office and 
influence in its distributicm, but it has 
been singularly feeble in determination 
of great issues of public principle. 
Large questions of principle have been 
overshadowed by small questions of 
selfish ambition, and the habit of buy- 
ing votes and influence with conces- 
sions to popular prejudice and error 
has prevented Ohio public men from 
taking national leadership in times of 
vital crisis. 

This was ootably illustrated last 
year, in the contest to which the Sena- 
torial fight is in some sence a sequel. 
When the rest of the country was alive 
to the importance of the crisis of na- 
tional honor and social security Ohio 
politicians were considering how they 
could get votes and keep office by com- 
promising between principles on which 
the rest of the mation was divided and 
wrong notions they had fostered and 
perpetuated at home. Public opinion 
in Ohio never was educated on the 
money question, and Republican senti- 
ment there lagged behind the rest of 
the country in 1896. Before and after 
the St. Louis convontion the real issue 
was evaded by compromising utter- 
amces on the money question, with the 
result that McKinley's own State gave 
hitn the smallest majority of any of 
the great Republican States. It is the 
same disposition to put small politics 
above great principles and to trade 
convictions on vital public questions 
for office and influence that makes the 
present Senatorial contest a peril to the 
party and the country.

MYSTER‘OUS SHOOTING. 


THREE PERSONS, THREE ¢HOTS, 
AND SOME BLOOD. 


The Identity of All Concerned ix 


Still a Mystery—Probably a Case 
of Justiy-jenious Husband Seck- 


ing Rewenge—One Man = Evi-~ 


dently Wounded. 


A mysterious shooting affray, in 
which three persons am‘ three bullets 
figured conspicuously, occurred last 
night in the Watson lodging-house at 
No. 138 South Main street. That a 
man was wounded is a fact established 
by the presence of blood on the bed 
clothes, but how seriously can only be 
comjectured. As he ran out of the 
room, down a long hall and descended 
a long and steep set of eteps in the 
rear of the house, the inference is that 
his wound or wounnls were not of a 
character likely to prove fatal. 

Shortly after o'clock Mrs. Watson, 
the proprietress of the lodging-house, 
rented room No. 17 to an unknown wo- 
man for the night. The lodger was 
well but quietly dressed in a black 
street dress. She is said to be about 
5 feet 5 inches in height amd of dark 
complexion, with large dark eyes and 
dark hair. She carried two small bun- 
dies in her arm, which it was after- 
ward proved contained two flasks of 
whisky and some peanuts. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock three shots 
were fired in quick succession in room 
No. 17. A slim, blemde young man was 
seen to dash out of the room and down 
the hall to a set of steps leading 
to the ground in the rear 
of the houre. These ho cescended and 
he is then supposed to have left the 


scene through Moti alley which rune 


north arrl south about one hundred 
yards im the rear of the house. The 
woman, attired only in her chemise fol- 
lowed the young man into the hall, cry- 
ing “Ed, don’t! Don’t!” and then, see- 
ing Mrs. James Grey stamding in the 
door of her room, attracted by the 
shooting, tho woman brushed her (Mrs. 
Gfey) aside and entering the room, 
locked the door, saying ‘Don’t let him 
find me.’’ 

A tall, dark-appearing man, wearing 
a long, dark overcoat and soft round 
felt hat, walked leisurely downstairs, 
and atwvay. No one made any effort to 
etop him, although it was evidently he 
who did the shooting. Mrs. Grey feels 
confident that she could recognize this 
man were she to see him again. 

tective Hawley took: charge of the 
woman, who was permitted to dress, 
and was then taken to the Police Sta- 
tion. The detective also took charge 
of the blood-bespattered bed sheet and 
the bedspread, which was powder- 
burned. A 38-caliber bullet was  1lo- 
cated in the mattress, but no trace of 
the other two bullets was found. 

The tall man is said to have loitered 
about the hall before the _ shooting, 
probably listening at the rooms until 
he ascertained the right-one before 
breaking in the door. 

Detective Hawley took the woman 
with him last night, hunting for the 
men, and it was, therefore, impossible 
to learn the names of any of the per- 
sons concerned. The detective had not 
returned to the Police Station up to the 
hour of going to press.

AN INVESTIGATION DEMANDED. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
Senatorial election in Ohio are such 
as to demand a thorough and search- 
ing investigation of the whole matter 
by the Legislature, and it is to be 
hoped that the investigation which has 
been or is about to be begum will be 
of that character. Charges and coun- 
ter-charges of bribery have been made 
on both sides, to such an extent that 
an ‘investigation is imperatively de- 
manded. The truth or falsity of these 
charges should be fully revealed, if 
possible, to the end that the guilty may 
be punished and the imnocent vindi- 
cated, according to their deserts. 

If it can be shown that Senator 
Hanna resorted to bribery in order to 
secure his reélection, not he alone, but 
every ome of his accomplices in guilt; 
should feel the weight of the law’s 
heaviest pemalty. If, on the other hand, 
it shall appear that the opponents of 
Senator Hanna have resorted to bri- 
bery to accomplish his defeat, their 
punishment should be as severe and 
speedy. If the investigation shall show 
that these charges amd counter-charges 
were without a substantial foundation 
in truth, all parties concerned will be 
entitled to the widest possible publica- 
tion of that fact. 

In the interests of public morality 
end of common decency, the facts 
bearing upon this matter, to the mi- 
mutest relevant details, should be un- 
earthed. Mr. Hanna himself, if he be 
innocent of the charges broughtagainst 
hie, should court the most searching 
investigation. He cannot affond to rest 
under the imputation of having em- 
ployed corrupt amd criminal expedients 
to secure his reélection. If the charges 
egainst him are permitted to go un- 
refuted, his usefulness and influence 
as a United States Senator will be se- 
fiously impaired, if not wholly de- 
stroyed. 

If, therefore, Mr. Hanna be innocent 
of wrong in this matter, he will not 
only favor a thorough investigation of 
the charges of bribery, but he will in- 
sist upon it, and will aid it in every 
possible mamner. The developments of 
the next few days will be watched 
with unusual interest. 


TRIUMPHANT JUSTICE. 


The of the country is having 
much_to “y on the Durrant case, re- 
newed at tion having been given to 
it by the closing act inthe drama of 
farce, high comedy and tragedy which 
for nearly three years plagued the good 
people of California and the nation.

“If there is any moral in the case of 
Durrant, the murderer who was exe- 
cuted in California yesterday, it is that 
justice still has the vitality to enforce 
its penalties in spite of the law’s de- 
lay. Durrant was a brutal and heart- 
less wretch, distinguished from other 
murderers only by his greater cunning 
and by his ability to enlist the mis- 
taken sympathy of a certain class of 
emotional sentimentalists who are al- 
Ways ready in every neighborhood to 
bestow their favoring emiles upon the 
picturesque outlaws of society. 
Through their support, and with the 
assistance of clever lawyers, whose 
genius in pleading legal technicalities 
was worthy of a better cause, Durrant 
Was able to evade the expiation of his 
crimes for more than two years, but 
the end came at last, and the felon’s 
death affords the final vindication of 
law and justice. Any other ending of 


. this remarkable case would have been 


mockery.”

seam.

emtirety, indicates evil 
which may follow the partial absorp- 
tion of crude and inchoate ideas of po- 
litical economy by weak and perverted 
intellects. 

It is hardly worth while to show thg 
logical inconsistency, the narrowness, 
and the absolute silliness of the rea- 
sons givem by the bookbinders’ union, 
through its mouthpiece, O. Hesse, for 
non-participation in the celebration. 
The attempted logic of the communica- 
tion upsets itself in every sentence, 
and writes its writer down an ass, 
with ears of the largest comceivable di- 
mensions.

RECENT LEGAL DECISIONS. 


Important and Imt¢gresting Points 
Decided by Courts. - 


The liability of a railroad company 
for injury to a young child which 
strays upon the track because of the 
lack of a fence is sustained in Rosse 
vs. St. Paul and Duluth Railroad Com- 
pany, (Minn. 37, L. Rh. A., 591,) overul- 
ing a prior decision to the effect that 
the statute requiring fences was ex- 


clusively for the protection of domestic 
animals. 


The signature of a bill by the Gov- 
ernor after the adjournment of the 
Legislature, if within ten days after 
its possage, although that twas more 
than five days before adjournment, is 
held sufficient in Detroit vs. Chapin 
(Mich., 37, L.R.A., 391,) under the Mich- 
igan Constitution providing that a bill 
shall become a law if not returned by 
the Governor within ten days, Sundays 
exoepted, after it has been presented 
to him, and that within five days after 
adjournment he may sign any act 
passed during the last five days of the 
session. With the case is a note review- 
ing the conflicting authorities as to the 
right of the executive to sign a bill 


after the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ure. 


Running an electric car at an unusu- 
ally rapid rate over a much-frequented 
crossing, when the usual pate was from 
twelve to fourteen miles per hour, in 
Evansville Streets lailway ‘Company 
vs. Gentry, (Ind., 37, L.R.A., 378,) to 
be such negligence as constitutes litlte 
less than wanton and reckless disre- 
gard of human life. But it is held that 
some slight proof at least, of a want of 
contributory negligence was required 
in case of a man killed -by the car and 
found about 45 feet from the cros- 
sing, at which he had stepped from an- 
other car. 

The exemption of a street, railway 
from a license tax is held, in Springfield 
vs. Smith (Mo., 37, L.R.A., 446,) not to 
be granted by a mere grant of the 
privilege of operating the road for a 
term of years, if the license tax {s im- 
posed under statutory authority, ail- 
though for revenue purposes, and not 
Simply for police regulation. 

Driving a fire truck to a fire so rap- 
idly that on approaching an electric 
Street-car track it is impossible to 
stop in time to avoid a probable col- 
lision is held, in Garrity vs. Detroit 
Citizens’ Street Railway Company 
(Mich., 37 L.R.A., 629,) to constitute 
negligence on the part of the driver, 


although by the city ordinance he 
the right-of-way. 


Assessment of the property of an ex- 
press company within the State by in- 
cluding the values of intangible prop- 
erty due to the fact that the property 
is a portion of a large profit-producing 
plant extending into other States is 
held constitutional in Wells, Fargo & 
Co,’s Express vs. Crawford County 
(Ark., 37 L.R.A., 371.) 

_ Moneys and securities kept tn the 
State for buying and selling property 
and making loans and investments are 
held, in Buck vs. Miller (Ind., 37 L. 
R.A., 384,) to be subject to taxation 
whether the owner is domiciled in the 
State or not, and whether he conducts 
the business personally or by an agent. 

Taxation of funds in the hands of a 
receiver of a mutual benefit assessment 
society which has done business in va- 
rious States is upheld in Schmidt vs. 
Failey (Ind., 37 L.R.A., 442,) al- 
though the funds had been collected in 
other States and turned over to the re- 
ceiver on the understanding that hold- 
ers of certificates in the different 
States should be ratably paid. 

The place at Which a vessel is taxa- 
ble is held, in Johnson ve. De Bary- 
Baya Merchants’ Line (Fla., 37 L.R. 
A., 518,) to be primarily and presump- 
tively the port at’ which it is registered, 
and the vessels of a non-resident cor- 
poration, duly registered at the home 
port of the company, are held not to 
be taxable in another State. 


The revocation of a will by the mere 
execution of a subsequent will without 
clause of revocation is denied, in 
Cheever vs. North (Mich., 37 L.R.A., 
561.) but it is held that the destruction 
of the Jater will revives the former one, 
With this case is an extensive review 
of the decision as to the revocation of 
a will by a subsequent will, and the 
revival of the former by the destruc- 
tion of the later. 


Inability to comprehend the obliga- 
tion of a note, or to understand and 
intelligently answer the questions put 
by the court upon voir dire examina- 
tion is held, in State vs. Meyers 
(Neb., 37 L.R.A., 423,) to render a 
person incompetent to testify as a wit- 
ness. With the case are reviewed the 
decisions on the effect of insanity upon 
the competency of witnesses. 


Engineers’ Strike Doomed, 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—It is admitted on 
good authority that the end of the 
gineers’ strike is not far distant, 
though yesterday’s rumors, * which 
caused a riso in Seottish railway 
‘ities, were premature. It appears 
the London engineers have com- 
sente abandon the forty-elght-hour 
demands, but so far the North-of-Eng- 
land engineers have not comsented, 
which justifies Barnes, secretary of the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers, in 


refusing to join the committee that 


have yielded.

CALM IN HAVANA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.~—Perfect 
calm prevails fn Havana, according to 
dispatches received by Sefior De Lome, 
the Spanish Minister, last night and 
this morning. One of. these dispatches, 
filed at 1 o’clock this morning by Sec- 
retary-General Congosto, says: “The 
tumult has not been continued. Calm 
is preserved throughout the city. I be- 
lieve that the normal condition ‘is re- 
established. Fortunately there is not 
a Single casualty that we have to re- 
gret.” 

The Minister has received a number 
of minor dispatches, all indicating an 
absence of: disturbance, and that no 
apprehension is felt by the authorities. 
Fle has given directions that every de- 
velopment be communicated to him, 
and in view of this fact, does not credit 
a report that there was another out- 
break yesterday, saying that‘any such 
outbreak would have been communi- 
cated to him, and that the report 
doubtless originated either from a de- 
layed cablegram, based on the out- 
break previously reported, or else that 
there was some minor disturbance of 
such a trivial character that it did not 
get the attention of the officials of the 
Cuban government.

Authorities at Washington Look for 
No Further Trouble.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Cuban 
scare has subsided entirely today and 
little anxiety or interest was: mani- 
fested in it in official circles.

While it reported the existence 
there of much excitement ‘and chron- 
icled the attacks on the newspaper of- 
fices in continuation of those of the 
day before and the participation of 
some soldiers in the demonstrations, it 
was intended to convey assurance of 
peace and quiet. When the Cabinet 
met at il o’clock this morning this dis- 
patch formed the basis of a short dis- 
cussion.

SERIOUS ACCUSATION MADE BY 
SIR TATTON SYKES.

He Denies That He Signed the Notes 
on Which Her Ladyship Pro- 
cured Large Sums of Money. 
Discovered Her Acts Twelve 
Years Ago. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 14.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Sir Edward Clarke, Q.C., opened 
for the defense today in the suit of 
Daniel Jay to recover from Lady Sykes, 
wife of Sir Tatton Sykes, the sum of 
£15,850 loaned to the defendant on the 
security of notes apparently signed by 
her husband. 

Sir Tatton Sykes testified that the 
signatures were not his. The expert 
in handwriting, named Englis, testi- 
fied that the signatures on the bills 
and letters of authority qty to 
be signed by Sir Tatton Sykes were, 
in his opinion, forgeries, executed by a 
woman. 

Sir Tatton Sykes denied, generally, 
his wife’s evidence, and said he _ re- 
garded the transaction with Jay as be- 
ing ‘“‘wicked and criminal conduct” on 
the part of Her Ladyship. 

The case was adjourned until Mon- 
day. 

Lawson Walton, Q.C. cross-examined 
Sir Tatton Sykes, and showed him two 
checks which a Monte Carlo banker 
yesterday testified Sir Tatton had 
signed and afterward repudiated. The 
Baronet positively denied having signed 
them. He further said tthe story of the 
banker (Unwin) on the subject was a 
fiction. 

“Do you suggest,” asked Walton, 
“that Lady Sykes: has been forging 


your name?” 


“T would rather not discuss the ‘mat- 
ter,”” replied Sir Tatton. 

“When did you first ascertain that 
Lady Sykes had forged your signa- 
ture?’ counsel then asked. 

“Maybe: it was twelve years ago,”’ 
answered the witness. ‘The first forg- 
ery was for £10,000. In December, 1896, 
I became aware that my signature had 
been forged in @ number of. trans- 
actions.”’ 


AN ITALIAN REPUBLIC. 


A Startling Article Expressing the 
Views of the Pope. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 15.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Rome correspondent of 
the Daily Chronicle in a_e startling 
statement this morning quotes largely 
from an article in Civilta Catolica, 
which he declares is directly inspired 
by the Vatican and the Pope, advocat- 
ing, as the solution of the eternal 
questions between the Vatican and the 
Quirinal, the establishment of an Ital- 
ian republic. The article, which is 
based on the Pope’s Christmas allocu- 
tion, declares that the thing which 
stands opposed to Papal independence 
is not Italian unity, but “the special 
and contrite form in which that unity 
is maintained results much more dis- 
astrous to the state than to the Holy 
See.”’ It proceeds to assert that the 
co-existence of the Vatican and the 
Italian monarchy is impossible, and 
that one or the other must go. It 
then suggests the constitutions of 
Switzerland and America as an exam- 
ple of “admirable and glorious consti- 
tutions; true union of nation and 
state, though differing from that of 
ltaly, which has produced nothing but 
weakness, misery and starvation.” 

The Daily Chronicle’s correspondent 
asserts that this is “an _ intentional 
revelation to the outer world of the 
policy actuating the inner mind of 
Cardinal Rampolla, the Papal Secre- 
tary of State.” 


TESTIMONY AGAINST HIM. 


Luetgert’s Cause Suffers at the 
Hands of Dr. Dorsey. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Direct testi- 
mony on the part of the State against 
Adoiph L. Luetgert, the alleged wife- 
murderer, was finished today, after 198 
hours in court. Dr. Dorsey was the 
last witness, and his cross-examina- 
tion by Attorney Harmon resulted dis- 
astrously to the defense, the sausage- 
maker's lawyer bringing out emphatic 
reiterations of matter material to the 
State’s case. 

When Dr. Dorsey finished, Harmon 
asked that the State put Louis Luet- 
gert.on the stand, his contention being 
that his name was back of the indict- 
ment. State’s Attorney McEwen re- 
plied that when, as a lawyer, he pro- 
duced a witness, he vouched for his 
truthfulness, and as he could not 
vouch for the integrity of Louis Luet- 
gert, he declined to put him on the 
stand. The court agreed with the 
prosecution, and then notified Harmon 
that he must be ready to proceed to- 
morrow morning. 


An Apprehensive Stockholder.

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FOUR MEN ESCAPE FROM A CAVED- 
IN TUNNEL, 


A Fifth Miner Suffers from the 
Fumes of the Powder and Yields 
Up His Life—How the Escape 
Was Achieved. . 


[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ANACONDA (Mont.,) Jan. 14.—At 
noon today, after forty hours of im- 
prisonment and anxiety, four of the 
five men who were in the tunnel near 
this city that caved in near its en- 
trance as the result of a dynamite ex- 
plosion, crawled through a hastily- 
constructed exit into the light of day. 

An improvised tunnel had been 
driven through the debris that closed 
the entrance to the tunnel itself. The 
construction of this was a painfully 
slow process, owing to the constant 
shifting of the ground. The rescue 
tunnel was fifteen feet long. When 
they crept through it into liberty, the 
miners who had been imprisoned were 
found to be in good physical condi- 
tion, and they hastily left the place. 

Jack McLeod was the one of the five 
imprisoned men who died. His com- 
rades say that from the moment of the 
explosion he suffered from the fumes 
of the powder, which bothered them 
all for about twelve hours. McLeod 
could not endure it. He died in a few 
hours, and his body was removed from 
the tunnel this afternoon. 

A JILTED SIR. a 
Charles A. F. Cunningham Loved a 
Chorus Girl Vainly.

LONDON, Jan. 11.—[By, Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] It has been an open secret in the- 
atrieal circles that Sir Charles Arthur 
Fairlie Cunningham, who, as announced 
by the Daily Mail today, committed 
suicide at the Hotel Victoria, this city, 
during the night of December 26, had 
long been infatuated with Marjorie 
Pryof, a chorus girl of the “In Town” 
Company. During the company’s Lon- 
don engagement, Sir Charles occupied 
a front seat nightly, watching the girl, 
and after the performance he drove 
away with her. He followed the com- 
pany to America, and returned here in 
December, when it was reported that 
he was considerably downcast because 
Miss Pryor had refused to have any- 
thing more to do with him. 

The Coroner gave out a report of 
the case today, showing that Sir 
Charles shot himself in the head. It 
was understood that Sir Charles left 
a letter directing that his clothing and 
effects be given to Miss Pryor.

RICHMOND (Va.,) Jan. 14.—Archie 
Lockeley, colored, a triple murderer, was 
hanged at King and Queen Courthouse 
today. There was a large crowd at the 
Courthouse, and the Sheriff and his 
deputies had to produce pistols to pre- 
vent some of those present from forc- 
ing their way into the inclosure around 
the scaffold.

_ MUST ORGANIZE. 


A FEW PLAIN WORDS TO DECIDU- 
OUS-FRUIT GROWERS. 


The Product ts Rapidly Increasing 
and Preparations Must Be Made 
to Market it at a Profit—Mr. 
Sprague Tells How it May Be 
Done, 


The following comsaunication, sent to 
The Times by A. R. Sprague, who is 
general organizer No. 5 of the decidu- 
ous-fruit growers in Southern Califor- 
nia, with headquarters in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, should be carefully 
read by all deciduous-fruit growers in 
this section. At the recent meeting in 
the Chamber of Commerce resolutions 
were adopted and a beginning was 
made toward the organization of the 
deciduous-fruit growers in this section, 
but it will need much hard and per- 


sistent work to perfect such organiza- 
tion, 


“We are in the presence of a most 
serious situation, as growers of decid- 
uous fruits, in Southern California. 

“We have grown orchards, after 
years of toil and self-denial, only to 
find no market for our fruit, and no 
present promise of any steady demand 
for it in the near future. This is ad- 
mittedly so with regard to the present 
product; what hope, then, can we have 
for marketing under present condi- 
tions twice as great a product, which 
careful judges say orchards 1 be 
yielding within the next three years? 

“In connection with this we must not 
forget to take into account the amaz- 
ing increase of orchard area east of 
the Rocky Mountains, affording a 
competition which must be reckoned 
with more and more. 

“If this is so an inquiry into the 
cause of the présent condition of the 
market is of the utmost interest. 

“Most of us believe that a great deal 
of poor fruit has been sent to eastern 
markets—fruit not properly grown, not 
“properly thinned, not properly cured 
and not honestly packed—one or all of 
these conditions too often present! 

“Now it is easiér to get people to 
eat ten pounds of really good fruit 
than one pound of poor fruit, and 
there is not the slightest doubt that 
the poor fruit upon the shelves of 
eastern retail dealers prevents the sale 
of many times as much good fruit. 
This, then, clogs the market most se- 
riously. 

“Then, too, so long’as we compete 
with each other for a chance to sell 
or consign to shipping and commis- 
sion firms, we necessarily tend con- 
stantly to destroy any steady demand 
at profitable prices by overloading the 
great market centers, at times, and 
permitting the jobber to fill his orders 


from the fruit slaughtered in this 
strife to sell. 
“The great European market for 


dried fruits is not at present open to 
us, because we do not know it, and it 
does not know our fruit, and to secure 
an introduction which shall develop 
into an acquaintance profitable to both 
is a task which no individual is pre- 
pared to undertake. 

“When, then, shall we do? Cut down 
our trees and grow alfalfa, corn and 
wheat? By ,no means. Nature has 
bestowed upon the California fruit- 
grower such soil and sky that if he will 
but use the commonest business fore- 
sight and prudence he will come off 
with profit in any competiton with 
any part of the world. 

“What manufacturer would enttr 
upon production without making any 
provision for the introduction and sale 
of his goods? And what line of pro- 
duction other than agriculture and 
horticulture that does not avail itself 
of all the economy and protection 
which coéperation affords? 

“This, then, is the way out for the 
fruit-grower. Not one of the difficul- 
ties which now embarass us but can be 
removed by codperation. 

“If a majority of the growers of this 
part of the State join heartily in this 
movement and are loyal to it, we shall 
have a return of the sound’ prosperity 
which once the fruit-grower knew, 
and may regard the expansion of this 
industry with satisfaction rather than 
with dread. 

“Now is the time to undertake the 
work of organization. In each com- 
munity of fruit-growers let some pub- 
lic-spirited citizen take up the matter, 
discuss it with his neighbors, write to 
headquarters for circular forms for in- 
corporation and bylaws, and as soon as 
possible give me notice that his com- 
munity will be ready to call a meet- 
ing for organization after a certain 
specified time. After a few of these 
notices are in, I can arrange dates for 
meetings which will not conflict, so 
that I can generaly be present to as- 
sist in the work of organization. 

“Don’t wait for some one else to 
start the matter. If each one waits 
for another, it won’t be done, and an- 
other year of failure and disappoint- 
ment will soon be added to the record. 
A half dozen people even, with but a 
hundred or two acres are sufficient to 
justify an organization at the outset: 
more will join after a start is made 
and the idea becomes more familiar. 

“IT shall be glad to answer any let- 
ters regarding the matter or in any 
other way to be of service.”

expert testimony was introduced into 
the Cweede case when the contest over 
the will was resunned yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge Clark. This evidence 
was designed to show from a physio- 
logical standpoint that the continuous 
use of morphine by Mrs. Creede would 
have the effect of weakening her will 
rower and her ability to resist undue 
pressure brought to bear upon her. Sev- 
eral physicians were placed upon the 
stand by the comtestants and testified 
to their opinion of: Mrs. Creede’s men- 
tal conditionat the time that she signed 
the agreement, in response to hypo- 
thetical questions framed by Mr. Fin- 
layson,. 

Mrs. Creede came into court yester- 


day mewming leaning upon the arm of 
her maid. Her appearance begins to 
tell of the nervous strain which she 
has endured since the case began. She 
looked very miserable, and when she 


ok her seat, let her face fall imto her: 
‘mis and seemed to take no interest 
im the proceedings until sho was called 
upon to take the witness stand. Feebly 
she walked to the chair where she sat 
sobbing in her handkerchief before her 
cross-examination was resumed. 

Mr. Gage began a line of questioning 
by which he attempted to show that 
Mrs. Creede had thoroughly considerod 
the agreement which she had sigmed 
and had entered into the compact with 
her eyes Wide open. 

“Before you agreed to take $20,000 for 
what interest you might have in the 
property, did you not insist upon $25,-

“No,” replied Mrs. Creede, “I did not, 
but I told Creede afterward that I 
thought he ought to give me $25,000.”

Before the reading of the letters was 
completed, Mrs. Creede began to sob 
quite freely and her body to shake, in- 
dicating the approach of an attack of 
hysteria. Mr. Finlayson asked that 
the examination of the witness be com- 
pleted as quickly as possible, in crder 
that she might go home. The propo- 
nents did not care to go into any fur- 
ther questioning, and Mrs. Creede re- 
tired from the courtroom. She did not 
return during the day.

Creede’s peculiar actions on the day 


that she moved away from her home, 
two days after the signing of the 
agreement.

“Mrs. Creede called to me, saying,

I told her that I had been in- 
structed to haul them to a houre on 
Seventh street. She then said ‘Well, 
take them off your wagon at once, or 
I'll have you arrested.’ 

‘T started to unload the goods, and 
then Mrs. Creede told me to lead them 
up again and take them away. When 
I started to drive off with the baggage 
she again ran out and told me not to 
go another foot, or she would have me 
arrested. I stopped for a moment, and

The witness was excused 
cross-examination.

Farm Machinery. 


[W. B. T., in Hoard’s Dairyman:] 
The last issue of your paper at 
hand, and of six different journals, the 
Dairyman is generally the first to be 
looked after. 

On page 785 George E. White asks 
for a cheap power to run cutting box. 
The fall of 1894 I cut fodder corn for 
ten cows by hand one month, and, 
While resting and “getting wind,’ was 
looking and studying. I took hard- 
wood boards, mace a wheel nine feet 
in diameter, but a rim on each side 
and bolted. I next got an old timber, 
one foot square, and long enough to 
stand upright under scaffold on barn 
floor, put the wheel on the upper end 
close under scaffold mortised hole for 
sweep and guide pole. I next-made a 
wheel nearly four feet in diameter, and 
one one-foot, bolted them together, 
went to the blacksmith’s and got an 
old buggy stub and boxing, and put 


side of barn floor. Two pulleys fastened 
to main heam (one with a weight at- 
tachment,) so the rope wil run from 
the large, nine-foot wheel under 
seaffold, through pulleys, to the one- 
foot wheel on center post, a belt from 
the four-foot wheel down to the cut- 
ting box. I made a seven-inch hard- 
wood wheel, two inches thick, bored 
a hole in center for cutter shaft, then 
sawed it in two in the center. and 
sawed one inch off from one side, 
holted the wheel. to whe shaft with 
holt each side of the center, put cap 
over burs and screws. and itt  hasn’t 
budged fer three vyears.. With a good 
walking horse this prives 


motion: it has nearly always been 
ready for work.

DECADENCE IN CHIVALRY. 


Woman Responsible for the Lower- 
of the Standard of Gallantry. 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] A 
woman friend of the Detroit Free 
Press complains that she notices a 
deterioration in the fine courtesy to~- 
ward women for which American men 
have been noted, and she wonders 
what can be the inspiring cause. 

The distinct lowering of the stand- 
ard of gallantry is not confined to 
Detroit, continues the Free Press, she 
says, but is seen in other American 
cities. This being her home city, the 
lack of deference on the part of men 
toward women has engaged her atten- 


tion. Curious to learn how far-reach- 
ing the evil has become, she made 
opportunities In her daily walks and 


street-car rides about the city to note 
the manner of men in all walks of 
life toward women, whether in street, 
store or car, and has come-to the con- 
clusion, with heavy heart, be it said, 
that the former fine chivalry of Ameri- 
cans toward every feminine is a 
thing of the past. 

She finds that men do not spontan- 
eously rise from their seats in street 
cars and with pleasant smile offer 
their places to women standing in 
the aisle. If one does rise, he seems 
to do it grudgingly, and with a look 
that belies the politeness of the offer, 
jerkinely indicates the vacant. seat, 
the while grasping viciously for a 
hold-strap. Men jostle women in the 
street and pass on without look or 
word of pardon. In stores or in public 
assemblages, scant courtesy is shown 
a woman. Her dress, for instance, is 
trampled on, and while she may turn 
on the awkward lout with a sweet, 
forgiving smile, she is met with a bold 
stare, which seems to ask what busi- 
ness she has to be on earth. 

In casting about for a reason for this 
decadence of civility, our friend comes 
to the conclusion it was lack of home 
education. Children were allowed en- 
tire freedom as to their deportment 
toward their elders, and unconsciously 
their parents became lax in their own 
intercourse with thetr fellows, and the 
dreadful state which is now deplored 
naturally followed. The premise may 
be faulty, and the conclusion forced, 
but it suits the mood of our friend, 
and she ceases not to mourn. 

Ts it not barely possible the women 
‘hemselves—or, rather. a class of 
women—are responsible for the state 
of affairs which our friend says ex- 
ists? The continued harping on the 
rights of women has finally made an 
impression on man,-and he is willing 
that she be independent, in so far as 
the social amenities are concerned. 
She wants to-face the world on an 
equality with man, and it begins to 
look as if he were taking her in 
earnest. The thoughtful have feared 
that the agitation for political rights 
would affect the social condition of 
the sexes. Advanced women have 
pooh-poohed such a result, and have 
intimated that they did not much 
care if it came to pass. Other women, 
though—the great majority of them— 
who do not care:-a picayune for. the 
privilege of standing in line at. the 
polling booth, but who miss sadly the 
eracious manner always accorded 
them by masculinity, are made to 
suffer by the constant demands for 
recognition made by their stronger 
sisters. 

The change in the social relations of 
men and women, where the latter 
have full suffrage, is so marked as 
to cause comment from the outer 
barbarian. It comes as a necessary 
corollary of the ballot. Women do not 
run for office just for the pleasure of 
seeing their. names printed in the 
newspapers. They want to win. and 
will do all in their pnower to attain 
their heart’s desire. If lowering of the 
tone of a man follows his entrance into 
politics, why should an opposite ef- 
fect be produced on a woman who is 
as anxious to succeed as is a man? 
The effect is the same, only different 
in degree. When the woman has been 
as long in politics she will equal her 
brother politician in lack of refine- 
ment. The aesthetic side of life will 
hecome a shadow. and each for himself 
will be the shibholeth of woman. as 
it always has been of the politically- 
ambitious among her brethren.

In mediaeval) times the clothing 
of the common people was generally 
fastened with wooden pegs of the type 
and form of those resorted to in emer- 
gencies by the country boy of the 
present day. Buttons covered with 
cloth were prohibited by George I, in 
1720, to encourage the manufacture of 
metal buttons. 

Siteel rails are assumed by the engi- 
neer who examined the Atchison sys- 
tem recently, to have g life on heavy 
traffic lines of fifteen years, and on 
light tratfic lines of twenty-five years, 
an average life of about twenty years. 
The New York Central reports the av- 
erage life of its rails at twelve’ to 
twenty years. Of rails weighing sev- 
enty pounds to the yard, 110 tons are 
required for each mile of road; hence 
at least one-twentieth, of this amount, 
or 5.5 tons, must on(the average be 
renewed each year. Most new roads 
may, indeed, be safely operated for a 
long time with small expenditure on 
account of rails, but then the renewals 
come all .the heavier -later.

The 
air, which has. been swept and gar- 
nished by the warm and gentle rains, 
is blissful, sweet, balmy and fragrant, 
and it is a question if in all this wide 
world there is another land where the 
word ‘dtlicious’ so fits the season as it 
does the winters of Southern Califor- 
nia after the rains have come, and the 
flowers and song birds and the days 
flaming with sunshine and swept by 
soft breezes from a peaceful sea.”’

But if the Los Angeles poet wants to 
find perfect winter weather, let him 
come to Montana, and he quick about 
it. The air may not be so _ blissful, 
sweet, balmy and fragrant, but it is 
keen, fresh, invigorating and alto- 
gether delightful. People feel like get- 
ting a rustle on themselves and doing 
something besides lolling on the flower- 
beds of ease and watching the souls 
spill out of birds in riots. The Califor- 
nia authorities really ought to 
the riot act to those birds. We don’t 
know whether they spill blood as well 
as souls, but it certainly must be bad 
for the birds. A bird can’t have his 
soul in his work after he has slopped 
and spattered it all out.

California Fruit Grower:] The man- 
ufacture of artificial wines is agitating 
the viticulturists of all parts of Ger- 
many. Under these wines are com- 


YT prehended products of the skins of the 


grapes, raisins, figs .and tamarinds 
with sugar and water, and of such 
wines that, owing to a low percentage 
of saccharine, are more or less sugared 
to raice them to the required standard. 
It is contended that the law of 1892, 
which regulates the manufacture and 
traffic of those compounds, is inade- 
quate to stem the ever-increasing out- 
put of a spurious article to the detri- 
ment of the genuine product of the 
scil. In view of the introduction by 
Von Plotne into the Reichstag ofa 
new measure dealing witb the irritat- 
ing question of ‘‘Vinosine,”’ as the ar- 
tificial article has been termed, a large 
number of petitions, suggesting va- 
rious reforms, were sent to the commis- 
sion dealing with such documents. 
As the ceason was drawing to a 
close, Von Plotne’s bill had no chance 
of passing then. At present ‘the peti-- 
tions are of primary importance, voic- 
ing the grievances of a large section 
of producers. They all agree to pro- 
hibit entirely the manufacture of ar- 
tificial wines, to suri‘ound it with such 
restrictions that would make their pro- 
duction less desirable. In other re- 
epets they differ, such as in the limi- 
tation of time on which they may be 
made, some proposing the period be- 
tween the completion of vintage to the 
lst of December, others to the Ist of 
January. 

The petitions may be summoned up 
as follows: First, that the addition of 
sugar and water to wine may be only 
permitted between the vintage and the 
sist of December of tthe current year; 
second, that the manufacture of wines 
made of raisins, skins of grapes, yeast, 
ete., be entirely prohibited; third, that 
the blending of home wines with for- 
eign red wines be made penal.

DOING POLITICS, 


WHAT THER ASTCTH WORKERS 
AMONG THE BUDDISTS ARE AT. 


The Politicians for Revenue Who 
are Expecting to Be Rewarded 
With Some Fat Pickings—A Bank 
Commissioncrship That is in the 
Prospective. 


That there is a well-organized effort 
in behalf of Gov. Budd for the Sena- 
torial succession there ican ‘be no 
doubt. And the effort is so well bal- 
anoed that no element of the Dem- 
ocracy is left out. In the first place, 
the anti-Southern Pacific cry is the 
slogan in general, especially 
among the business men of the cities 
and the farmers. Labor with a big 
‘L.” is also played on with a full 
sweep. Then, again, the ‘“‘push’”’ brigade, 
those distinguished citizens who can 
always be depended on to carry out 
the orders of Mr. Huntington in a 
State or Congressional convention, are 
strictly in evidence. In Los Angeles 
county this is particularly so. 

According to a rural Democrat, who 
let loose a few days since the defeat 
of George Patton for the Democratic 
nomination for Congress in 1896, was 
due not alone to the Southern Pacific, 
but as well to the administration at 
Sacramento. ‘‘Why,” said this Demo- 
crat, “do not the State appointments 
with but very few exceptions, show 
that condition of things bare? Look 
at the railroad push drawing fat sal- 
aries attached to positions at Highland 
and Whittier! And, then, when the 
soft places are not to be had here, 
they are bundled up and quartered on 
the State in San Francisco.” It goes 
without saying that the loaves and 
fishes that drop from Sacramento are 
not in thé habit of falling into the 
laps of the Democrats not controlled 
by the Southern Pacific. Yet, one 
often hears the bugle blast of reform, 
as it issues from the Statehouse. 

A well-authenticated story crops out 
of the case of one of Ramish & 
Marsh’s strikers who, after doing serv- 
ice under orders from the Arcade De- 
pot for years, raised his nose and 
raised it high, as it were, when a place 
worth $80 a month at Whittier was 
offered him. Then it was that H. 
Patton hied himself to the North, and 
so successfully, that a position was 
secured worth $175 per month, which 
the said railroad statesman now en- 
joys, but he will be at the call of 
the Southern Pacific whenever and 
wherever commanded. Ramish & 
Marsh, it is unnecessary to state, are 
Los Angeles contractors, who § look 
after the interests of the Southern Pa- 
cific in the Democratic councils, and 
are not a bit lost when it comes to 
aiding their friends of the Republican 
“push” during the primaries. 

H. Patton, it would appear, only 
resigned as trustee at Highland and 
Whittier after he had done railroad 
political work in those institutions in 
the way of appointments, and he now 
claims with a great flourish, and per- 
haps not without abundant reasons. 
that he has the promise of Gov. Budd 
for the position of Bank. Commissioner, 
vice McGee of Pasadena. who goes out 
in June next, and realizing that he 
has been all powerful with the powers 


that be in Sacramento, none of. the 
faithful dare say him nay. As a 
bank commissioner Patton would, no 


doubt, prove as complete a success as 
his colleagues of the push who have 
heretofore received recognition, and 
so there would be no disappointment 
and no dissatisfaction, except among 
those who, in the nature of things, are 
materially interested. It fs possible 
that Patton. may lose ‘sight of this 
choice plum while defending the Webb 
crowd in his weekly paper, and other- 
wise, but not probable. Some time ago. 
s0 the report goes, an apnointee of 
the Governor from the North dropped 
down upon Los Angeles to breathe the 
pemi-tropic atmosphere, but at the 
same time to do some missionary 
service in the Budd interest. He was 
profoundly impressed, so the report 
runs, when informed that the appoin?- 
ments hereabouts had. as a rule, been 
made to suit the Southern Pacific, and 
was inexpressibly shocked when told 
that Chief Glass was better equipped 
than any one else to give the records 
of those upon whom Patton’s itndorse- 
ment had brought place and profit. 
He was impressed profoundly. and 
shocked inexpressibly. Yet the rail- 
road “push” are still in the saddle un- 
der Patton’s leadership, and will no 
doubt remain so during the present 
State administration. Perhaps the 
work {fn behalf of the Governor may 
be done under cover. and that in the 
event of the candidacy of Senator 
White, but it will be done all the same 
—that is to sav, there will be a pre- 
tense in order the hetter to control ap- 
pointments the remainder of the year 
or until the Budd dvnasty closes. 
Several leading Democrats who do 
not stand in with the Patton-South- 
ern Pacific fraternity have declared 
that if these elements obtain control. 
which they are working. the State an- 
nointments to accomplish, there will 
be a toss-un for choice hetween the 
ticket brought out and the worst 
nominations the Republlean “nush” 
could nossiblv develop. In such an 
event they will fro to San Pedro and 
fish-with Dr. Hill unon election dav. 
In the mean time Patton goes on eet- 
ting out his weekly naner, sometimes 
Democratic, sometimes  anti-Demo- 
cratic, but all thé time for Patton. 
and unanimousliv and diseustinely 
rnauseatire in slobherine Cow 
Rudd. It has heen sugeested that 
Patton fis looking more to his own ad- 
vancement thon that of the Governor— 
in other words. that he wlll throw 
Budd down if necessary. That. how- 
ever, it is osserted will not he annpar- 
ent until after the hank commisstoner- 
ship. has heen handed out.

NOAH LEE DISCHARGED. 


Alleged | Train-robber Freed by 


Technicality. 


The matter of application for war- 
rant of removal of Noah Lee to the 
Eastern District of Texas by virtue of 
an indictment found in that district 
came up for final decision by Judge 
Wellborn yesterday, and thé warrant 
was refused on the fround that the 
United States District Court of the 
Eastern District of Texas would have 
no jurisdiction over the case, even if 
Lee were removed to that district, for 
the reason that the boundary of the 
Eastern District of Texas was changed 
on September 1, 1896; that such change 
caused some other district to have 
jurisdiction, though the judge did not 
state what district that might be, Lee 
was accordingly discharged and left 
the courtroom very much elated at his 
good fortune. 

Tho alleged crime for which Lee was 
indicted was holding up a train in the 
Indian Territory, Choctaw Nation, on 
June 24, 18938, upon which occasion sev- 
eral persons were very severely han- 
dled. Lee is a very  decent-appearing 
young man, probably 20 years old, and 
is not the sort of a person one would 
pick out as a desperado, such as the 
indictment made him out to be. He 
resides at Redlands witb his parents, 
who, it is said, have considerable 
means, and stand very high socially.

ANOTHER OF THE BILK’S VICTIMS 
HEARD FROM. 


Mrs. Hermine Stoll Tells How One 
Mulhausen Obtained Money from 
Her by False Pretenses — He 
Worked a Flimflam Game. 


One more victim of Carl Schlitz, alias 
Schilling, alias Mulhausen, etc., has 
been found in the person of Mrs. 
Hermine Stoll, the keeper of a lodg- 
ing-house at the corner of Third and 
Los Angeles streets. Mrs. Stoll al- 
leges that Mulhausen. bilked her out of 
$15, and would probably have robbed 
her or swindled her out of much more, 
if she had yielded to -his blandish- 
ments. 

According to Mrs. Stoll’s story, Mul- 
hausen, the name he ‘then gave, came 
to her house December 16 to engage a 
room. He represented that he was 
lately arrived from Fresno; where he 
had a 600-acre ranch, and was down 
here buying fruit to ship to Germany. 
He said he was staying at the West- 
minster Hotel, and kept his horse and 
buggy at the Panaroma stables. He 
wanted to get a room in Mrs. Stoll’s 
house because it was so near. the 
stables. The good woman was only 
too glad to accommodate him, and 
Mulhausen at once made himself at 
home in Mrs. Stoll’s house. He tarried 
late in her sitting-room that evening, 
and told her much about himself, his 
two orphaned children and His rich 
relatives in Germany. Incidentally he 
wanted to know how much money 
Mrs. Stoll was making, and where she 
kept her valuables. He wanted to 
know, too, how many doors there 
were to her bedroom, and asked if she 
‘Was not afraid that some one might 
enter her room and rob her. To guard 
against such a contingency, he vol- 
unteered to be her protector while he 
roomed at her house. She replied that 
her police whistle and revolver were 
al! the protection she wanted, and 
said if any man entered her room at 
night he would not get out alive. 
~“* Mulhausen took great interest in Mrs. 
Stoll’s children, and cut pictures out 
of papers for them. He wanted to 
know if he might bring his own chil- 
dren there to play with them, and said 
he would give them 50 cents every 
day with which to buy candy. Mrs. 
Stoll protested against such extrava- 
gance, but Mulhausen said he could 
afford it, as he received an allowance 
of $100 a month from Germany. 

At length he was shown to his 
room. When he rose next day he told 
Mrs. Stoll not to make any arrange- 
ments for her supper, as he would 
bring supper to her. He left § the 
house shortly after noon and returned 
about 6 o’clock with a lobster. a bottle 
of wine and a small cake. The small- 
ness of the cake and the bigness of 
the bottle of wine and the lobster 
struck Mrs. Stoll as being rather pe- 
cullar. It was net the sort of supper 
Mrs. Stoll was accustomed to, but she 
made the best of it. as it would not do 
to offend so wealthy a roomer. : 

Mulhausen grew more confidential 
than ever the second evening of his 
sojourn at Mrs. Stoll’s house. To 
make plain work of it, he proposed 
matrimony, saying that inasmuch as 
he was a widower with two = small 
children, and she a widow with two 
children of about the same age, they 
would make a good match. But Mrs. 
Stoll said she had got the worst of it 
the first time she was married, and 
she wanted to make a thorough inves- 
titation before she trusted ancther 


man. This dld not discourage Mul- 
havsen,. Tle wanted to be her friend 
ard protector the same. and 


asked her to go shopnine with him 
a few days later to buy some Christ- 
mas presents for his children. He 
would buy some present for her chil- 
dren also, and a diamord rine and 
sealskin sacque for herself. Further- 
more, they would eo driving on Sun- 
day. His horse and bucev would he 
at her service, and he woenld don his 
sille hat, diamonds and fire raiment 
that he always wore on Sundav. 


Mrs. Stoll asked him about the title 
to his ranch at Fresno. He said it 
still belonged to his mother, who re- 
sided. in Germany, but he would in- 
herit it some day, despite the fact 
that he had seven brothers and sisters 
in Germany. They would be provided 
for out of the brewery properties 
which his mother owned in the old 
country. Then Mulhausen advised 
Mrs. Stoll to sell her lodging-house 
and with the proceeds go with him 
to San Francisco, where he would start 
her in business, but she declined that 
proposition. 

Mrs. Stoll says some of Mulhausen’s 
statements were so contradictory that 
she, mistrusted his motives, but when 
he finally asked her for a loan of $15, 
offering as security two checks, one 
for $400 and the other for $200, she 
could not refuse him. He had in- 
trusted these checks in her care when 
he first came to the house, and she 
considered them @n_ evidence of his 
wealth and good faith. Before he 
asked for the loan she had returned 
the checks to him at his request. His 
excuse for borrowing the money was 
that he had to pay off some men who 
Were packing oranges for him, the 
next morning before the banks opened, 
and he lacked just $15 of having suffi- 
client ready cash. He said he would 
put the checks which she had seen in 
an envelope and leave them with her 
as security till he repaid the loan. On 
this understanding, Mrs. Stoll 
him the money and he handed her a 
sealed envelope in which the checks 
were supposed to be. 

Before retiring for the night Mul- 
hausen told Mrs. Stoll a little story 
about @ woman who had a man ar- 
rested for stealing her watch and 
chain. When the case came to trial 
the man testified that he had had im- 
moral relations with the woman, so the 
court discharged him and fined the 
woman $10 for immoral conduct. Mrs. 
Stoll failed to see the moral of the 
story, but she thinks now that it was 
intended to intimidate her in case she 
found that she had been swindled, and 
felt inclined to have the ewindler§ ar- 


rested. 


The day after the money transaction 
Mrs. Stoll found that Mulhausen had 
not occupied his bed the previous 
night. He did not again appear at her 
house, so she opened the envelope to 
look at the checks given as’ security 
for the loan, and found nothing but 
blank paper inside. Then she knew 
that she had been bilked. Mrs. Stoll 
did not report her loss to the police 
immediately, because she felt that she 
could not spare the time from her 
business to attend court proceedings, 
but after reading in The Times how 
the same man had been victimizing 
other women, she made up her mind 
that it was her duty to make a com- 
plaint against the fellow. With this 
end in view she visited the Police Sta- 
tion yesterday and sought an interview 
with the prisoner. When confronted 
by Mrs. Stoll and asked for an ex- 
planation of his conduct, Mulhausen 
said he had nothing to say; his law- 
yers were doing all the talking for 


him. 
Mrs. Stoll will today swear to a 
complaint charging Mulhausen with 


+ obtaining money under false pretenses. 


ANOTHER WAVE MOTOR. 


Young Edison Promises 
Things for His Machine. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RNEPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Thomas A. 
Edison, Jr., has invented a machine for 
utilizing the wave power of the sea. 
When in place the machine will be 
twenty miles out to sea and consist of a 
series of gigantic air pumps. The air 
compressed by these will be used to run 
dynamos. For $25,000,000 he can con- 
struct a plant, he says, that will fur- 
nish 1,000,000 horse power, emough to 
supply the entire State of New York. 
Ho says that a powerful syndicate has 
the matter of immediate construction 
of the plant under consideration. His 
plans are said to be practically com- 

plete. 

The Exiison wave machine fs, im ef- 
fect, a series of gigantic air pumps. 
The piston of the machine stands up- 
right upon a platform that is pierced 
by a long piston rod. Upon the lower 
end of the piston rod is a big, flat 
float, which rests upon the water and 
is movable by the rise and fall of the 
sea. A wave passing under the float 
would elevate the piston, powerfully 
compressing the air already contained 
in the cylinder. This pressure would 
be transmitted directly to the storago 
tank for compressing air. By an ar- 
rangement of oscillators sufficient air 
would be admitted behind the piston 
to return it quickly to its position upon 
the water, where it would be ready to 
receive tho force of the next wave.

WEBB DISCREDITED, 


HE KNEW ADAMS WAS CROOKED 
FROM THE START. 


Even Bartlett Contradicts the Tes- 
timony of the Ninth Ward 
Ex-Bosslet.

JOHNSON’S HARD DAY’S WORK. 


— 


HAD TO PREPARE HIMSELF TO 
CORROBORATE THE DOSS. 


Absolute Falsity of Sqme of Webb’s 
Statements Demonstrated—John- 
son’s Perverted View of Ma- 
sonic Obligations, 


The investigation of the charges 
against School Director Webb was re- 
eumed last evening. Theimtroduciion of 
testimony for the defense was con- 
cluded and some eévidence was offered 
by the prosecution in rebuttal, both 
sides reserving the right, however, to 
offer further evidence at the next ses- 
sion, which will be held on January 27. 
At that time the arguments will be 
commenced by the attorneys. 

The concluding testimony fer the 
defense offered lasi evening added lit- 
tle to what has beem presented here- 
tofore. The evidence in rebuttal offered 
by the prosecution was chiefly signifi- 
cant as showing that Webb had knowl- 
edgo of the crookedness of Adams long 
before the election of teachers in June. 
This was regarded as specially impor- 

*tant because Webb had testified that 
he knew nothing at that time of any 
dishonesty on Adams's part. Evidence 
was also introduced by the prosecution 
for the purpose of proving the falsity 
of Webb’s published insinuations that 
an attempt was made to hold him up 

‘by a reporter of The Times. The ab- 
solute untruth of this accusation was 
ehown. 

Seven members wore present when 
President Davis called the board to or- 
der, Directors Braly and Kubach being 
absent. A motion was made and Ccar- 
ried that the secretary be authorized to 
obtain a transcript of the evidence 
given’ by Joseph F. Adams before the 
Superior Court. Dr. Mathis was then 
called to the stamd in behalf of the 
defendant, Webb. 

In answer to questions by Webb’s at- 
torneys, Dr. Mathis said he first be- 
came acquainted with Joseph F. An- 
ams after being elocted to the Board 
of Education. Several persons came to 
him and told him that Adams was un- 
reliable and needed watching. It was 
suggested that there should be two 
strong men on every committee of 
which Adams was a member. 

“Did not that suggestion come from 
Mr. Webb?” asked Oliver. 

“I don’t remember, but I think not. I 
think it was my own suggestion,’ re- 
plied Dr. Mathis. 

The witness went on to say that sev- 
eral men from tke Seventh Ward ex- 
pressed suspicions about Adams, and 
similar warnings were given by several 
members of the Board of Education. 

“Adams came to me,” continued Dr. 
Mathis, ‘on the evening that I was 
named for chairman, and he said that 
he would not vote for me unless he 
was made chairman of some important 
committee. I can't remember what 
committee he wanted. I thought him 
the weakest member of the board. By 
that I mean he was the most apt to 
fall into temptation.” 

Dr. Mathis said that he had heard 
Webb criticise Adams and had heard 
him say that Adams would ‘get the 
board into trouble because of his ac- 
tions. Dr. Mathis could not remem- 
ber when it was that Webb made this 
remark. 

School Director Conrey was then 
called to the stand. He testified that 
he first became acquainted with Adams 
in December, 1896. Though he at first 
supposed Adams harmless,  insinua- 
tions soon reached him that Adams 
was dishonest. The first intimation of 
this sort was in July last, and’ came 
from Dr. Mathis, who had received in- 

‘formation of crooked work in connec- 
tion with the janitorship of the High 
School. 

Webb acked a number of questions, 
evidently decigned to show that he 
made no effort to exercise undue au- 
thority in the board. The answers to 
hig questions were apparently rather 
unsatisfactory to him. Mr, Conrey 
spoke of two instances when appoint- 
ments by the teachers’ committee were 
not made, in his opinion, solely upon 
eonciderations of merit. 

The next witness was School Direc- 
tor Bartlett. 

“Are you a member of the Teachers’ 
Committee?’’ asked Webb. 

“I am—or was,’’ said Bartlett, hastily 
correcting himself, while a laugh ran 
through the audience. 

After some unimportant testimeny 
concerning the appointment of school 
principals, Bartlett began the nomrra- 
tion of various circumstances which 
convinced him that Adams was 
crooked. In April or May, 1897, he 
talked with Dr. Mathis on the sub- 
ject. His suspicions were soon con- 
firmed by Webb, who told him of evi- 
Gences that Adams was getting in 
some fine work. He did not think it 
necessary to report the facts to the 

ard, because he had only hearsay 
evidence of them. 

Adams usurped authority in the mat- 
ter of several contracts, notably in a 
contract for painting. “I was very 
much worked up about this,” said 
Bartlett, ‘“‘because I thought Adams 

‘was taking a very bold advantage.” . 

The prosecution elicited the fact that 
Wobtb had told the witness of some of 
Adams’s peculiar transactions, but no 


other member cof the board had spoken. 


or known of them, so far as the wit- 


ness was aware. 

Bartlett’s testimony concerning 
Adams's crookedness occupied some 
time. The most important point 


brought out, and one which was not 
sought by the defense, was that Webb 
was aware of his colle@gue’s rascality 
long before the election of teachers in 


June. As Webb denied this when on 
the stand, the testimony was impor- 
tant 


Bartlett was the last witness called 
by the defense. Meserve announced 
enigmatically that ‘‘a little matter had 
come to his ears’? which he proposed to 
investigate, and that he might wish to 
bring up later. “If the statement I 
have heard is true,” he added, ‘there 
will be no rebuttal.” 

The prosecution then entered upon 
the introduction of evidence in rebut- 

al. 
Cc. L. Ennis, Deputy Superintendent of 
Schools, wassworn. He testified that 
he had held his position for two years 
and a hal’, and part of his duties had 
been to gro ie the chers. He remem- 
bered the case of )} «6 Mae Owen—on 
one occasion he marked her “poor to 
fair,’ but. he never gave her a mirk 
of “poor,” her mark being '‘‘fair.”” 
mark for the year was ‘fair.’ ey 
witness said that his marks

tee. , 
Much of Ennis’s testimony was a di. 
rect contradiction of statements made 
by Webb. The latter sought to lessen 
the effect by a prolonged cross-examin- 
ation, Which however, brought out little 
ahat was important. The witness em- 
phatically denied that the League for 


Better City Government had ever at- 
tempted to influence his offcia) acts. 

_ Mr. Ennis insisted that he did not 
tive Miss Owen a marking of ‘‘poor.” 

He sald in aneawer to a question by 
Webb that even if shown the book of 
‘he Teachers‘ Committee in which Miss 
Owen was marked “poor,” he would 
not believe that he gave the mark, - 

Webb finally gave up the effert to 
rain corroboration from the witness, 
remarking, “Well, it is simply your 
word against ours, Mr. Ennis, and it 
doesn’t make any difference.” 

TOO MUCH JOHNSON. 
Edward North, the next witness, said 
that on the evening when Webb first 
testified before the Board of Educa- 
tion, witness went home on the same 
car with Harry Johnson, the secretary 
of the board. Johnson said that he 
had a hard day’s work before him as 
he had to read over all of Webb's tes- 
timony in order to corroborate it the 
next day. On one occasion Johnson 
told Ennis that it was the duty of a 
Mason to defend a fellow-Mason for 
everything except murder and treason. 
Johnson is Mason. 

W. H. Gochner, a solicitor for the W. 
P. Fuller Company, said that Mr. Ed- 
wards, another employé of the com- 
pany, came to him in April or May, 
1897, and said that Adams had told him 
that unless there were something in it 
for him the Fuller Company would not 
get a contract which it was seeking. 
Witness went to Adams, who declared 
that he represented the Purchasing 
Committee. As witness could not agree 
with Adams as to the amount of the 
commission to be paid to the commit- 
tee, the matter was referred to Axtell. 
who in turn sent the solicitor to Webb. 
The latter, according to witness, de- 
clined to allow anything of the kind. 

This testimony was corroborated by 
E. H. Edwards, employed by the same 
company. He said that Adams tried to 
hold him up for a 10 per cent. rake-oft 
on the job under consideration. Wit- 
ness refused to pay and notified Webb, 
who said that he would bring the mat- 
ter before the board if Adams repeated 
the demand. Nothing more was heard 
from Adams. This occurred in the 
spring of 1897. About a menth ago 
Webb spoke to witness and remarked 
that the story of the occurrence had 
gotten out. 

George W. Trowbrijige, a Times re- 
Icrier, was ther called to the stand to 
teslify concerning the anonymous note 
sent to Webb in November and which 
Webb has lately declared was an at- 
tempt to hold him up. The purpose of 
this testimony was to show the falsity 
of Webb’s insinuations published in the 
Sam Francisco Call. ; 

Mr. Trowbridge related the circum- 
stances under which he first learned of 
the existence of the note: the interview 
he, in company with James B. Scott, 
P. F. Rice and Allen Kelly, the city ed- 
itor of The Times, had with Webb 
at the latter's store on December 4. 
and Webb's emphatic declaration that 
“he did not believe amd never had he- 
lieved that Trowbridge hed anything to 
do with the note.” 

This testimony was fully corroborated 
by James B. Scott, who was one of the 
Witnesses present at the interview in 
Webb's store. He said that Webb 
claimed any idea that the anonymous 
note had come from Trowbridge and 
that Webb added thet “he did not 
think Trowbridge capable of such a dis- 
graceful thing.’’ 

Tho testimony of both of these wit- 
nesses corresponded exactly with the 
facts as published heretofcre in The 
Times and clearly proved the falsity of 
Webb’s assertion that the anonymous 
note was an attempt to hold him up. 

Secretary Harry Johnson asked per- 
mission to testify in his own behalf. in 
reply to the evidence of Edward North. 
He was sworn and proceeded to deny 
North’s statement about the conversa- 
tion between them on the night when 
Webb first testified before the board. 
Johnson Genied that he had e1id that 
“he had a hard day’s work before him, 
as he must read over Webb's testi- 
mony.” He said that he could not 
have made such statement, as 
Webb's testimony was not to be writ- 
ten up until the next afternoon. John- 
son admitted that he told North that 
he believed himself bound to stand by 
a brother Mason in every case but 
treason ard murder. “I would not go 
out of my way to convict &@ Mason,” 
added the witness. 

Tisis concluded the testimony. Some 
discussion ensued concerning the date 
of the next sersion, but it was finally 
fixed at January 27, and the board ad- 
journed until that time.

“TAMING THE SHREW. 
Prof. Gleason Gives an Excclient 
Exhibition of His Skill. 


Prof. Gleason, the horse-tamer, gave 
another exhibition of his skill in sub- 
duing vicious and unmanageable 
horses at Hazard’s_ Pavilion last night. 
There was a large and very much-in- 
terested audience present, and the 
horse-tamer fully justified all his 
claims. 

A number of horses which had never 
before been in harness were broken 
and thon Prof. Gleason that 
when he was here three years ago he 
broke a bronco for one Mr. Moffatt. 
He had been told that the horse had 
never been used since that time in 
harness or under egaddle, but had been 
allowed to run wild. Mr. Moffatt cor- 
roborated this statement. 

“Now,” said Prof. Gleason, “I am 
going to try an experiment. Mr. Moffat 
has kindly had the horse caught up 
on his ranch and brought here, and 
I want to try and prove tonight that 
the animal remembers me.” 

Gleason then stepped out of sight 
and the horse brought the attendants, 
who were hanging on to ropes” and 
straps about its neck, into the arena 
with a rush. Gleasen let the animal 
kick and paw around for half a min- 
ute, and then stepped out and spoke 
10 it. The horse followed him like a 
dog around the place, and was driven 
in every conceivable way without even 
getting nervous. The exhibition was 
wonderful as much on account of es- 
tablishing the recollection of the horsé, 
as displaving Gleason’s skill. 

The only other horse tamed which 
furnished any special feature was a 
vicious mare that tried to climb on 
the stage and routed the band: reared 
on its hind legs until it fell over 
backward, and kicked at evervthing 
and everybody in sight for half an 
hour. Gleason was patient, however. 
and at the end of the time mentioned 
the mare was trotting around. hitched 
a sulky. over exploding -firecrack- 
ers, and with a string of tin pans tied 
to her tail. 

A man-eating stallion is to be 
brought to the professor while he is 
here this time, and, he proposes to 
subdue him. Horsemen are much inter- 
ested in this case, as the animal in 
question is a valuable one. but has 
never been of wee because of his mur- 
derous disposition.

Rev. W. D. P. Bligs of Boston thought 
that the Associat Charities did not 
go far enougi; that the bad poor 
needed to be helped and put to work 
even more than the deserving poor, 
and that the real evil could only be 
reached through better municipal gov- 
ernment.

M. C. Graham, Mac- 
nell, J. S. Vosburg, Longstreet and oth- 
ers, also took part in the discussion.

NATIONAL BUILDING ASS‘ WTA- 
SION. Replying to an inquiry of a 
correspondent in New York, recarding 
the National Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation of Los Angeles, the Unitod 
States Inygstor of January 1 sair: 

“The name of this company was 
changed from ‘National Building and 
Loan Association,’ in the fall of 1596, 
to ‘State Mutual Building aod Lean 
Association,’ as objection was raised 
to the use of the word ‘national,’ by 
the Insarance Commissioners of the 
State. The character of the officers 
and directors is good, they being men 
of established reputation in the com- 
munity, amd the secretary, we under- 
stand, is also well considered. We 
learn that the only criticism heard 
among the shareholders and others is 
that the expenses are too high in pro- 
portion to the business transacted. The 
dividends of the company, we umnder- 
gtand, are not so large as in other as- 
eociations, which transact an equal 
volume of business, and have about 
the same membership and assets. Their 
loans are stated to be conservatively 
made, and amomg the shareholders are 
many well-known citizens, embracing 
@ number of bankers, in addition to 
those shown in the directory. The an- 
nual meeting of the association is to be 
held on January 19, 1898, at which 
time certain amendments are to be 
acted upon. 

“The object of these amendments its 
to change their plan to the “Dayton 
plen.’ We quote from the companys 
call: ‘The Dayton plan is more flexible, 
and is better adapted to the needs of 
people who patronize building and loan 
associations than our present ‘pian, 
and is gradually supplanting the old 
gystem wherever it is introduced. it 
does away, as far as possible, with the 
of forced payments, fines and for- 
feitures. Investing members may pay 
each month on their shares or not, as 
they please, incurring no fine for non- 
payment of dues. The borrowing mem- 
ber, it is true, must make a minimum 

yment each month, but has the priv- 
eee of paying. as much more each 
month as he wishes, and each six 
months he receives a reduction on his 
loan,.and stops interest that 
amount, thus doing away with the 
most frequent objection to the building 
and loan plan by the borrower, that he 
pays as much interest the last year 
as he does the first. Of course, this 
fs not strictly the case, as the earnings 
on his stock are much greater the last 
meyear than the first but it is very ditfi- 
Pcult to get the borrower to see this. 

he proposed change has been sub- 
mitted by us, informally, to the build- 
jing and loan commissioners of this 
State, and the same has met with 
their hearty approval. We shall sub- 
mit a copy of these ‘proposed amend- 
ments to the board, and if any tech- 
nica] objections are discovered, we 
shall be advised of it in time to cor- 
rect them at the meeting.”

THE TRADE-STAMP FAKE. Not 


content with printing columns in de- 
fense of Mr. Webb, the discredited 
school-board director, the San Fran- 
cisco Call, which is apparently anxious 
to rush to the defense of “any old 
thing,” devotes over a column in its 
issue of Wednesday last t6 a com- 
munication making an elaborate de- 
fense of the trade-stamp fake. 

This scheme was so severely sat 
down upon by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association of this 
city, backed by the press, that the 
parties who were trying to introduce it 
here a few weeks ago have given up. 

The trade-stamp fake has been de- 
nounced by most of the principal com- 
mercial bodies of the United States, 
and by most of the prominent commer- 
cial publications. Several towns § and 
cities of the country are endeavoring 
40 obtain municipal legislation against 
the schemers who run the business, 
yet the Call rushes to their defense.

SHORT POTATO CROP. Not sinc 
1892 has the potato crop of the United 
States proved so nearly a failure. Com- 
pared with the liberal crop of last 
year, there is an apparent falling off of 
mearly 30 per cent. in tonnage, and the 
quality of the whole is greatly deficient. 
The American Agriculturist says: 

“County and township returns from 
all the leading potato-growing States 
"0 this authority, summarized, show 
the yield of potatoes to be 174,000,000 
bushels, against 245,000,000 bushels in 
9896, 286,000,000 bushels in 1895, 185,000,- 
000 bushels in 1894, and only 155,000,000 
Dushels in the short crop of 1892. The 
@verage rate of yield per acre is placed 
mt 64 bushels, taking the country at 
Sarge, against 86 bushels in 1896, 89 
Dushels in 1895, and 62 bushels in 1892.

GENERAL HUSINESS TOPICS, 

SPRUCE TREES FOR woopD 
PULP. The secretary’ of the Minne- 
sota Forestry Association advises all 
farmers who are so situated as to do 
so, to plant spruce trees for wood pulp. 
The spruce is the best timber for this 
purpose, the enormous consumption is 
rapidly reducing the swpply, and it is 
estimated that at the end of the twenty 
vears which will be required to make 
it a fair crop there will be nothing 
which will sell quicker or at more prof- 
itable nates. The use of wood pulp is 
rapidly increasing, and is extending to 
many articles formerly not thought of 
in connection with paper material. The 
pails and tubs we are familiar with, 
but the pulp is also manufactured into 
building materials, mosaic blocks, car- 
riage bodies, bullets for rifle use, pro- 
tective armor for torpedoes, soles for 
boots and shoes, alcohol, food prod- 
ucts, bedding, silk yarn for garments. 
In fact, there is no end to the practical 
and beautiful utilities to which wood 
pulp is appropriated. A late use dis- 
covered for it is gas pipe and fittings. 
It is quite as strong as iron pipe, light- 
er, more durable and much cheaper. 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET, 


EGGS, BUTTER AND CHEESE. 

Eggs are moving freely, but the supply is 
quite equal to the demand. Quotations vary 
from 19 to 21 cents, but most sales are mrade 
at 20 flat. 

Butter is weaker than ever, and will remain 
weak until the large supply of eastern bricks 
and tub butter now on the market is disposed 
of. A good deal of the stuff sold as Elgin 
creamery is what is known to the trade as 
“process” butter, and .does not keep well, 
especially in warm weather. Local creamery 
is very flat, and there is scarcely any demand 
for northern.

New York. Earnings of all railroads In the 
United States are reported for December $43.,- 
264,279, Indicate substantially the same rate of 
increase, exceeding last year’s by 10.5 per 
cent, and the earnings of 1892 for the same 
roads by 1.3 per cent. Since 1892 was on the 
whole the most prosperous year thus far; com- 
parisons indicate, notwithstanding the lowest 
prices ever known, that the volume of busi- 
ness is larger, and, in spite of some cutting 
of rates, the earnings of railroads are larger 
than in the best year of past histery. The 
wheat market has been curiously languid. 
yielding \4ec, although Atlantic exports 
amounted to 6.056.788 bushels for the two 
weeks of January, against 3,896,317 last year. 
and Pacific exports for the week have been 
1,979,676 bushels. Western receipts continue 
so heavy that with. the greatest accumulation 
of wheat at Chicago ever known there is little 
encouragement for speculation. Reccipts were 
5.577.250 bushels for the two weeks, against 
3,089,088 bushels last year. The fron furnaces 
in this last January report an output of 226,- 
608 tons weekly, against 226,024 weekly De- 
cember 1, with an increase of 12,481 tons in 
the unsold stocks held by furnaces. The 
Pennsylvania road has ordered 100,000 lone 
of steel rails, and a new railroad in Mi‘nue 
12,000 tons, and other orders for cars, railroad 
supplies, plates, bars and structural material 
are unusually large for the season. The 
woolen manufacturers have been buying wool 
largely, and for reasons now publicly ex- 
plained. It is evident that large orders have 
been taken by the leading mills at prices 
which they find satisfactory, and the rush of 
small mills to buy wool has made most of 
the market during the past week, although 
sales have declined about 40 per cent. com- 
pared with the previous week. But there is 
decidedly better demand for men's wear goods 
and the makers look forward-to a good de- 
mand soon. The cotton manufacturers have 
been overloading by excessive production, and 
find no increase in demand, and no gain in 
prices. Failures for the past week have 
been 349 in the United States, against 455 
last year, and 45 in Canada, against 71 last 
year. 

Dradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Bradstreet’s of to- 
morrow will say that distribution of trade re- 
mains rather quiet, mild weather throughout 
the country, tending to check distribution of 
winter goods. Prices generally remain steady. 
or tend upward, except for some grades of 
iron, and orders for spring trade, where re- 
ceived, are encouraging. Industrial activity 
is most manifest at the West, where the de- 
mand for iron is very large. A feature of the 
week was the placing of an order by one rail- 
road for’ 100,000 tons of steel rails, with 
smaller orders aggregating in the neighbor- 
hood of 25,000 tons more. Pig-iron produc- 
ticn is now at an unprecedented rate, the 
furnace capacity being estimated at 1.000.000 
tons a month. At the South manufacturing 
activity is a feature, sales of iron being very 
heavy. A good export demand for cotton and 
grain at a steady price is a feature. At the 
Fast a number of strikes against wage reduc- 
tions are reported or expected in the cotton 
industry. Some woolen mills working on 
heavy men’s wear goods are refusing orders, 
their capacity being fully booked. Anthra- 
cite coal production is such that it is ex- 
pected that the trade will be restricted suffi- 
ciently to allew of the advance of 20 to 40 
cents per 1000 being maintained. The weather 
has been disappointing at the Northwest, but 
an improvement in the demand developed at 
some centers as the week advanced. The rush 
to Alaska has already begun on the Pacific 
Coast. Freight charters are reported lower. 
Expert trade continues large, a gain of 8 
per cent. on the total export of breadstuffs, 
cotton, mineral ores, cattle and hogs and 
provisions being shown both for December and 
the calendar year. The recent falling-off in 
wheat exports proves, as was indicated last 
week in Bradstreet’s, to have been due to 
the usual holiday quiety, and not to any fall- 
ing off of demand from abroad. The total 
exports of wheat (flour included) from the 
United States and Canada for this week 
amounted to 5,135,166 bushels, against 3.481,- 
000 bushels last week, 3,948,000 bushels this 
week a year ago, and 3,202,000 bushels in 1596. 
Corn exports for the week show a gain of 
1,000,000 bushels, amounting to 4,641.00 bush- 
els, against 3,455,000 last week, and 3,336,000 


| bushels in the corresponding week of 1896. 


As was expected, failures are slightly de- 
creased in number. They amount to 323, 
against 333 last week, 479 in the week of

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say that both speculation and investments 
have been active during the past week. The 
best feature of the market has been the 
very heavy dealings in bonds at generally 
higher prices, both for the high-grade and 
new and more speculative classes. Trans- 
actions, rising as they have to $34,000.00) or 
$50,000,000 of bonds on the Stock Exchange, 
with the trading distributed among an unusu- 
ally large number of different issues would 
indicate a large demand for investments, and 
the growth of confidence in regard to the po- 
sition and future of the market.

The 
persistence of sugar, a more or less dominant 
factor by reason of the volume of trading in 
it, also helped to break the market. There 
was a good foreign demand and commission- 
house orders, especially for investment de- 
mand in the gilt-edged railroad stocks. The 
Vanderbilts, Union Pacific and the Northern 
Pacific stocks were lacking in continued 
strength, but the profit-taking invited by the 
advances in special cases only served to in- 
crease the late weakness of stocks which had 
failed to benefit from the early strength.

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 14.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] At the concluding session of this 
month's mecting of the Board of Supervisors, 
held yesterday, a motion was passed to the 
effect that the county printing for the ensuing 
year be divided equally among the four daily 
papers of the city, provided that all the pa- 
pers mentioned print the minutes of the board 
and also a list of claims against the county 
free of charge. 

The clerk was instructed to advertise for 
one week for proposals to print in pamphiet 
form 2000 copies of the semi-annual! statement 
of the county's expenditures, as prepared by 
the Auditor. 

The rate of county printing for the ensuing 
year was fixed as follows: F rst insertion, 60 
cents per square; second insertion, 20 cents 
per square; all subsequent insertions, 10 cents 
per square. No advertisement relating to 
the same matter shall be published in more 


than one newspaper of the county during the 
same time. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted that 
the board advertise for bids for sealed pro- 
posals to furnish the county witb a suitable 
site for a hospital, together with 100 acres

situated as to be easily irrigated, if need be, 
from some permanent water supply. The bids 
are to be opened the first Monday in February 
and the board reserves the right to reject any 
and all bids. It was further resolved that 
when a suitable location shall be secured the 
board will proceed as fast as practicable, in 
the manner prescribed by law, to dispose of 
all of the county property new known as the 
County Hospital and Poor Faria, and with 
the proceeds erect modern, sanitary buildings 
upon the new site.

EAGLE MOUNTAIN. 


Heavy Snows and Intense Cald. 
Some Rich Mines, 

EAGLE MOUNTAIN, Jan. 13.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] Three snowstorms within a 
month, with the thermometer down to 4 deg. 
above zero, is a reminder to those who in- 
tend going to Alaska that there is.a little 
Klondike only a few hours’ ride from Los 
Angeles, by an all-rail route. December 18 
snow fell to a depth of five inches. ‘On the 
20th, the thermometer registered 4 deg. above 
zero, which is the coldest weather ever known 
on the Colorado Desert. On the 10th inst. six 
inches of snow fell, and on the 13th, the 
storm was one long to be remembered by 
Southern California miners. On a level from 
ten to fifteen inches fell. 

This heavy snowfall will undoubtedly 41)! 
the tanks, and as a result, much more devel- 
opment on claims will be done than was 
anticipated. Several partics, who began work 
in December, intending to continue through- 


out the entire winter, only succeeded in.

At the Brooklyn mine two shifts are work- 
ing.

This ledge is from 
eighteen to twenty-four inches in width. 
At the Iron Chief, the shaft is down 200 
feet, and a cross-cut rim twenty-four feet 
to the. foot wall. Drifting is now being 
done toward the hunging wall. No waste is 
taken from this mine, as every foot of sink- 
ing and drifting is in high-grade ore. The 
engine for the mill is in place and the ma- 
chinery is expected to start up in a few days. 
The Iron Chief Company also have a force 
of men sinking for water at the north end 
of Cottonwood Mountain, where it is thought 


they will develop sufficient water for the 
mine and mill. 
Some eight’ miles north of Cottonwood 


Springs, lies a group of mines that were lo- 
cated and developed to some extent more 
than twenty years jago. Ten thousand dol- 
lars alone was spent in building a road to the 
property, but the ore is of such a nature 
that at that time it could not be worked at 
a profit. The group consists of four claims. 
The deepest shaft is eighty feet, with a drift 
of eighty feet each way on the ledge, which 
is three feet in width. With tbe late im- 
provements in the reduction of rebellious 
ores these locations have become Valuable 
property. For several years these claims 
have been relocated from year to year, and 
have changed owners several times. They 
are now the property of George Hesler and 
the McGrath brothers, who located them 
January 1, and intend developing them to 
some extent during the next few ‘nonths. 
The ledge is well defined, having good walls. 
Some of the ore shows weil in the horn 
spoon, but the bulk of it is considered con- 
centrating ore. Several parties have been 
waiting for January 1, so as to relocate thers 
claims, and among others was an ¢x-bank 
official of San Bernardino, who for the pest 
few years has found it convenient to visit this 
district on or about December 31, and remain 
until January 2 or 3, when he would return to 
his office and talk of his mines on the Cesert 
the other 360 days in the year, always ‘cr- 
getting to do his assessment work, or in any 
other way show his intentions of developing 
the property. These ‘“‘dog in the manger” 
miners can be found in all mining cawps, but 
it is safe to say that the aforesaid ex-banker 
failed to materialize at this group of mines 
at 12 o’clock midnight, January 1. The direc- 
tions he received as to the location of tne 
mines caused him to spend a very cold and 
disagreeable night somewhere in the moun- 
tains that he alone can locate. 

Donovan and Curtis have struck a bonanza 
gulch. Therc men, it is claimed, have been 
taking out from $30 to $50 per day for the last 
two weeks, with a dry washer. Their largest 
run was $96. Other dry washers in the same 
locality are dotng remarkably well. The 
heavy snow and rain of the past few days 
will redyece the returns from the placer camp 
to a great extent for the present, if it shall 
not cause work to cease altogcther for the 
time being. 

There is no further room for placer miners, 
as there is absolutely no ground to locate 
within the mineral] helt. 

Eagle Mountain is not the place for the 
man who is looking for day's work, but the 
district offers fine opportunitics for men with 
smcl] capital, as several fine prospects are 
lying idle fer the want of sufficient canita! 
to develop them. One ofthe greatest needs 
of the district is a custom mill, as there ig a 
great deal of ore that will not pay to ship, 
but would pay a handsome profit with a cus- 
tom mill centrally Iccated in the district.

Procecdings in the Superior Court. 
Two Westminster Farmers 
Leave for the Kiondike—Special 
Mecting of City Trastees. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 14. — (Regular Corre- 
spondence.} City Marshal Graham had an 
ate chase this morning after a runaway 
hobo, who tried to escape while being taken 
to jail. When errested the tramp was taken 
before Just'ce Freeman. The hobo, who gave 
his name as James Bordon, after being ar- 
raigned pleaded not guilty, and his trial was 
set for this afternoon. As socn as he came 
out of the door of the courtroom, Bordon ran 
up Main street, with the Marshal aftcr him. 
The two made a very good race of it for a 
couple of blocks, but the tramp had the ad- 
vantage in weight, so the Marshal sent a 
trio of pistol balls over h's head in an effort 
to frighten him. The report of the shots at- 
tracted the attention of Sheriff Nichols, who 
came to the Marshal's assistance in a buggy 
and ran the culprit down. The officers are 
of the opinion that Bordon is wanted else- 
whervei on a more serious charge than 
hoboing. He was later taken before Justice 
Freeman and sentenced to thirty days on the 
chain gang. 

Anothcr hobo, who was soliciting money 
and sympathy on the streets, with the piteous 
appeal that he was deaf and dumb, was taken 
in by the Marshal and arriagned before Jus- 
tice Huntington, where he talked freely and 
abused the country. The Justice gave him 
forty-flve days. 

SUPERIOR COURT PROCEEDINGS. 

In the matter of the number of the*grand 
and ‘trial jurors for the ensuing year, the 
judge instructed that thirty grand jurors and 
120 trial jurors be drawn, and ordered that 
the list of persons to serve as such jurors be 
selected and made accerding to law. A list 
of thirty grand jurors was annexed to the 
order by the clerk. 

Reports of administrators of the annual 
accounts of the estates of G. Steadman 
and N. Cartmel, deceased, were approved, al- 
lowed and settled. 

The final account of the administrator cf 
the Restine estate was approved, allowed and 
settled, and distribution of the estate ordered. 

A petition of insolvency was filed by Charles 
Yost, an order of adjudication made by the 
court, and meeting of ¢reditors fixed for Jan- 
uary 24 at 10 a.m. 


ORANGE COUNTY BREVITIES. 


The City Trustecs held a spec'al meeting last 
night and appointed committees to encour- 
age, as much as possible, the sewer prop-sal- 
tion that is to be voted on at the special 
election to be held February 5. The men ap- 
pointed are all men of enterprise, and will do 
good missionary work among the voters of 
the city. A General Committee of thirteen 
members was appointed. besides one from 
each of the five wards cf four members each. 

The Westminster and Cheese Com- 
pany held its annual election yesterday, se- 
ecting the following directors: J. R. New- 
berry, A. E. Bates, J. Moss, Silas Wright and 
H. Penhall. The directors then elected New- 
berry president, Bates vice-president, Moss 
secretary and manager, and ‘Silas Wright 
treasurer. This company distributes about 
2500 per month to the farmers of Westmin- 
ster and vicinity. 

John G. Blalock, a well-known farmer of 
Westminster, ‘accompanied by his cousin, PR. 
P. Miller of the same place. left this morning 
for San Franc!sco, where they will be joined 
by a third party and go direct to the gold 
flelds of the Klondike. 

Mrs. Danidella Montgomery, mother of At- 
torney Victor Montgomery, dled at her home 
this morning at’ tlhe age ef 84 years. Her 
funeral will take place from the Methodist 
Church at 10:30. o'clock tomorrow morning.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


THE GRAND JURY STIRS UP annie’ 
OFFICIALS, 


Careless if not Criminal Conduct 
of Some of the Officers Shown 
by the Report—Supervisors Es- 
pecially Criticised,. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 14.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The grand Jury, which has been 
looking into the affairs of Riverside county 
for some weeks past, submitted its report late 
Thureday afternoon to Judge Noyes, and was 
excused from further duty. The report is 
voluminous, and extremely warm throughout, 
some of the county officials being handied 
without gloves. 

The report states that the expert examina- 
tion of the books in the County Clerk’s office 
has shown a state of things ‘‘both mortifying 
and to the official in charge.’’ Clerk 
Cendee’s willingness to correct the abuses 
existing, and promptly make good any de- 
ficiency discovered, however, dispose the jury 
to indulge in no harsh criticism. The fees 
that appear to be unaccounted for amount to 
$1109.65, scattered as follows: Due and un- 

aid in 1893, $93.60; im 1894, $225.75; in 1896, 
188.35; in 1896, $141.80; im 1897, $174.25. Jn 
addition, the jury finds sums due and unpaid 
on the probate register te date amounting to 
$143.90; in civil cases, $113.10; on physician's 
certificates, $18; and a difference between the 
clerk's and the expert's accounts regarding 
articles of incorporation of $11. The report 
adés: ‘‘This condition we attribute to no d's- 
honest intent, but simply to inexcusable care- 
lessness and lack of method, as well as the 
empleyment of incompetent help.’’ It seems 
that. the marriage licenses have not been re- 
corded in proper order, through which method 
the fact of their issuance {8 concealed from 
the public. One case is cited where a cer- 
tificate which, if entered in the order of its 
date, should appear on page 6, appears on 
page 226. Cases ere numerous where entrics 
are improperly made; those of 1893 appear- 
ing among those of 1897. The report suggests 
that this method be improved upon. 

The County Auditor is commended for ‘‘the 
highly efficient manner in which the work in 
his office has been conducted.’’ The expenscs 
for this office fcr 1897 were $1766.64. 

Regarding the Agsegsor, the report reads: 
“Aside from the fact that more vigilence 
might be exercised in the collection of poll 
taxes from those who have no real property, 
the work in this office is creditably per- 
formed."" The report adds that this officer 
was paid $50.50 from the county funds for a 
trip to Sacramento without authority in law, 
and $68.90 was collected during the past year 
for field deputies in excess of that provided by 
law. The expenses of the office for the year 
amounted to $6416.45. 

e work in the Trersurer’s office is found 
to have been ‘‘carefully and conscientiously 
erformed. The receipts from various sources 

rom December 1, 1296, to December 31, 1897, 
were $463,064.48; Dalance on hand December 1. 
1896, $65,684.50; total receipts, $518,728.98; total 
disbursements, $383,341.92; balance on hand, 
$135,397.06. The expenees of the office for 1897 
were $2124.68. 

OO. J. Palmer some time since was ap- 
pointed Tax Collector to succeed the gentle- 
man who resigned, aftet the Supervisors, ae- 
cording to the report, had illegally paid out 
$1786.78 during his period of service. The re- 
port states that Mr. Palmer's work is ‘‘com- 
plete to date, and excellentiy dene.” 

Sheriff Jchnson’s ‘‘zeal and encrgy in the 
pursuit of criminalse’’ are commended, and the 
office work approved. The importaice of pro- 
viding a county jail is urged. The records of 
the Public Administrator's office ‘‘have been 
and still are kept in a very imperfect and 
careless manner,’’ according to the report. 

The jury finds that the Coroner ‘‘failed to 
perform his duty in not holding a post-mortem 
examination in the case of the infant, James 

Beggs, the date of which inquest was 
May 25, 1897." : 

The report recommends that a more detailed 
record of the work performed be kept in 
the Surveyor's office. 

In response to continual criticisms an un- 
usually careful investigation was made re- 
garding the management of the County Hose- 
pital. The building was found to be ‘‘ad- 
mirably clean and well arranged.’’ During 
the thirteen months ended December 31, 
1897, the expenditures in the medieal de- 
partment amounted to $18€9,79. end the house 
expenses, including salaries, to $5939.32: total 
$7809.11. The sum of $5733.85 has also been 
paid to outside indigents, the warrants being 
drawn against the hospital fund. The aver- 
age cost of medical supplies per month fcr 
each inmate is $2.34. This, the jury opines, is 
much too hizh. ‘‘The complaints of short 
rations of meat seem warranted,’’ the report 
says, ‘‘by the fact that the amount supplied is 
much below the quantity that would seem to 
be necessary. Six cows are kept for milk, 
and in one month over $54 was peid for an 
outside supply. It appears that $6.16 per 
week is the average cost for each patient, 
and this sum would seem ample to furnish 
whelescme food in eufficient quantity. Some 
little restriction upon the generous hospitality 
at present extended all visitors might prop- 
erly be made by the Supervisors.”’ 

According to the report County Physician 
Toland has treated a number of p-ticnts out- 
cide of the recular inmates of t hoepitai 
without reporting a single case during an in- 
cumbency of sixteen months. The report fur- 
ther states that the responsibility for the ex- 
cessive cost of running the County Hospital 
rests with the Supervisors as a body, ‘‘who 
freem to have adopted the very dangerous plan 
of delegating their duties to individual mem- 
hers.’’ 

The opening paragraph of the report re- 
lating to the Board of Super; {sors is as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘While there seems to be no con- 
clusive evidence of a criminal motive on the 
part of any county officer who has violated 
the spirit if not the letter of the law, there is 
enough irregularity, especially in the methods 
of the Supervisors, to warrant very plain 
speaking.’’ Section 39 of the County Govern- 
ment Act is quoted to the effect that no 
county officer shall pres®@nt any claim, account 
or demand against the county, except for his 
own services. But the report alleges that in 
many instances citizens have assigned claims 
to one cf the Supervisors, who presents them, 
audits them, and is himself paid the amount 
en the order of the board. 

It is further alleged that the Supervisors 
have overpaid bills, have disregarded the 
schedule of prices for advertising suppiies, 
etc., and have attempted road making with- 
out employing a competent surveyor to map 
out the work. The practice of Supervisor 
Compten in appointing relatives to office is 
condemned. Five of Mr. Compton's relatives 
are now drawing pay from the county in his 
district. Attention is also directed to the fact 
thot there is a total lack of system with re- 
gard to supplying the various county officials 
with books, stationery, stamps, .etc.. 

The Horticultural Commission escapes a 
roast, and a more liberal appropriation is 
recommended to apply to this work. 

A thorough examination of the Recorder's 
books shows that the work ‘‘has been per- 
formed in a thoroughly efficient manner, the 
expert failing to find any irregularities.’’ 
Total receipts for 1897, $6104.20; total ex- 
penditures, $3982.70; net receipts, 
mining fees collected, $639.80. 

The management of the public schools ‘ts 
referred to as ‘‘creditable to those in charge.”’ 

The attention of the District Attorney is 
ealled to a list of accounts which it is his 
duty to collect, and to the alleged fact that 
Supervisor Thompson has overdrawn his mile- 
age during his term of office to the extent of 
something like $3 for cach trip. 

The coupon prize schemes, as practiced by 
some of the local merchants, are condemned, 
and on the subject of criminal libel the re- 
pert alleges that ‘‘criminal slander ts seldom 
properly punished,’’ and that ‘“‘the abuse of 
their privileges against defenseless citizens 
by malicious and irresponsible writers in the 
public press calls for rebuke.”’

Bishop Newman to Visit the City on 
Sunday Next. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop John P. Newman, 
D.D., LL. D., of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, will arrive here this 


morning from San Francisco to preside 
over the Lé« Angeles District Confer- 
ence of Southern California. 

Both as a divine and as a mam of 
public affairs, Bishop Newman has 
achieved distinction. He was for many 
years pastor of the Metropolitan Meth- 
Odist Episcopal Church in Washington, 
D. C., and in that capacity became the 
friend of many of the great men who 
haye served the hation at the capital 
during the past decade. 

He-was the spiritual adviser of 
Ulysess S. Grant when-he was Presi- 
dent of the United States, and was 
by him appointed inspector of United 
States consuls. In pursuance of his 
duties in this position Bishop Newman 
made a tour of the world, devoting 
much of his leisure time to the study 
of the various forms of religion met 
with in his journeyings. He returned 
to America and was at the bedside of 
Gen. Grant during the ex-President’s

last illness. 


Dr. Newman was made a bishop of 
the Methodist Church in 1888, and is 
now the resident bishop of California. 
His only pulpit engar~ement announced 
is at Simpson Church at the Sunday 
morning service, when he will relieve 
the pastor of that congregation.
